Arthur Lee Cabanne, College Man and 
Social Favorite, Undertakes Ap- 
prenticeship to Learn 
Steel Trade. 


Tired of society at the age of 2, Arthur 
Lee Cabanne, college man, athlete and so- 
cial favorite, son of wealthy J. Charless 
Cabanne of 4334 Westminster place, is 
wheeling pig iron,’ shoveling coal and 
‘performing other tasks at the plant 
of the Shickle, Harrison & Howard Co., 
in East St. Louis, at $180 a day, to ac- 
quire a knowledge of the manufacture of 


steel. » 

He has entered a five years’ course of ap- 
prent.ceship and for that period will be lit- 
erally dead to the world and a recluse 
from the haunts he was wont to frequent. 

In the paraaee of the p.ant, he is a 
‘third -molder’s helper,’’ the most humble 
and unremunerative position on the pay- 
roll. By any by, if his service is faith- 
tul, he will be promoted to the rank of 
‘“‘second molder’s helper,’’ then to the first 
helpership, and éventually to the“position 
of molder, the highest honor he can hope 
to attain in a manual capacity at the 
works. His wages will be increased until 
it is possible for him to earn $4 a day. 

He works shoulder to shou.der 12 hours 
each day with hundreds of negroes and 
grimy-faced men. He spreads his noonday 
or midnight lunch on the same board with 
the motley throng and is a boon compan- 
sa with them in their brief respites from 
oil. 

The dash and polish of this popular 
young man is not discernible in his’ Vul- 
canic environment. He essays the same 

lane of his plebelan comrades and the 
act that he was reared In the’ atmosphere 
of affluence and luxury does not interfere 
with a common fellowship. 


Went to Work 
as “William Jones.”’ 

Mr. Cabanne attempted to enter the plant 
incog, but his identity becam’ known the 
second day of his service and he was com- 
pelled to register by his right name. A for- 


mer coachman for the senior Cabanne, toil- 
ing now in the same re with the 
young man, recognized him nd. before 
night the 1600 operatives of thé works 
knew that a scion of the old and distin- 
guished Cabanne family was one of their 
number. 

Mr. Cabanne had read where rich men's 
sons left palatial homes and luxurious sur- 
roundings to join the ge army of 
wage-earners, and feared that. his friends 
might think he was seeking a similar ave- 
nue for publicity. That was the reason he 
preferred to receive his wages under the 
name of Willlam Jones. 

He is not following another's precedent. 
He is not emulating auother’s ¢xample 
simply for the sake of convincing the worid 
that a rich man's son will labor. He a 
“third molder’s helper’ today in the ho 
that he will be gradually promoteéd to the 
most skillful position in tne plant, so that 
he may -learn every department of steel- 
mak and finally be able to own and suc- 
cessfully operate a similar industry. That 
is the ambition of his life. He does not be- 
lieve that a man can conduct an tren foun- 
dry unless he has had some actual expert-

Arthur Lee Cabanne is a magnificent type 
of young manhood. He is 5 feet 9 inches 
in height and prior to his arrival at the 
wg weighed 220 pounds.

HIS DOCTOR'S BILL IS $40,000 


THE PHYSICIAN HAS RECEIVED 
JUDGMENTS FOR $15,000. 


Says the Old Man Hated to Part With 
Cash, but Didn’t Mind Checks and 
Notes—How the Public 
Views the Contest. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., June 1—Pike county 
has oe Bowers and is recalling 
Fielden Estes. The latter was ‘a real man, 
dead but eight months. 

Every town has a town character. Fielden 
Estes was a county character. 

Just now the air is full of pronounce- 
ment and prophecy as to what will become 
of the quarter of a million dollars left by 
“Old Field’’ Estes. 

“The lawyers will get all of it,”’ says one, 

“The doctors are trying to gobble it,” 
says another. 

‘“Betwee.z the lawyers and the do tors 
there won't be car fare left for the heirs, 
says one. 

“The devil take it!” says another, who, 
not being a legatee, is a disinterested party. 

But it's a merry scramble while it lasts, 
and the best of Pike county and St.. Louis 
lega! talent is engaged in a triangular con- 
test for the division of the property to tne 
various claimants. 

‘There are persons in Pike county who 
will tell you Fielden Estes was the ‘‘mean- 
est man in the county.’’ There are others 


'who hold that he had good traits. 


‘“‘He was good to those were good to him,”’ 
says Ras Pearson, his latest attorney, the 
man who drew his will and who is defend- 
ing it in the probate and circuit courts. 
“He never forgot a man who did him a 
favor. He was good to his tenants, too.”’ 

“We never forgot an enemy, either,’ says 
former State Senator David A. Ball, who 
for 20 years represented the opponents of 
Fielden Estes in a marvelous amount of 
litigation and who still represents them 
before the supreme court. 

“Fielden Estes could hate with a virulent 
vindictiveness. If a judge or a juror de- 
cided against him, he hated the man all 
his life and never spoke to him afterward. 
The old man couldnt help hating those 
who opposed him in any way. He made 
it & personal matter.”’ 

“We luved oo, more than any man I 
ever knew,” says:Dr. J. W. Crewdson, who 
attended him during the last years of nis 
life, when the old man suffered from can- 
cer, 

Dr. Crewdson has _ presented claims 
against the estate, for professional ser- 
vices, aggregating nearly $40,000, and has 
received judgments in the probate and 
circuit courts for $15,300. 

“Fielden Estes = Ne 
Harum,” says William P. Stark, executor 
of the estate, and himself one of the 
wealthiest men in Pike County. “He was 
a rich, quaint character, shrewd as the old 
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Works as Hard 
as a Roustabout. 

The transition is forcibly emphatic. His 
task today is as hard as any stevedore or 
stoker that ever crossed an ocean. His 
duties are varied but none ts easier than 
the other. He wheels pig iron and silica 
to eight roaring furnaces. Each barrow 
holds 600 pounds and he estimates that he 
handles 10,000 pounds every day. 

Between the “taking of heats,” which 
means the withdrawal of the metal at the 
proper stage of the temperature for the 
molder’s ladles, he shovels coal into the 
furnaces at 2 rate of speed that makes 
the veteran hands look on in astonishment. 

He stands three feet from the great doors 
through which belch seething sheets of 
fiame so intensely hot that visitors stand- 
ing a rod away feel as though they were 
scorching. Mr. Cabanne has become ac- 
customed to the terrific heat quicker, it is 
said, than any m&n who ever accepted em- 
ployment at the works. 

First and second molders’ helpers wear 
blue. spectacles of peculiar formation, 
wh:ch permit them to pver into the fur- 
naces more closely and intently to watch 
the a ecm of melting the metal, but the 
third helpers are denied this appliance as 
long*as they remain in that humble rank 
This is done, it is °c aimed, to prevent 
them from acquiring knowledge of the 
trade too qnickig. They must obtain it 
by degrees and come to the glasses at 
Stated periods in the five years’ service. 
Mr, Cabanne looks through nature's lenses 
alone, and his eyes show the, effects of | 
the heat and strain. Barring this and the 
decrease in weight, which he can stand 
with becoming effect, he feels no ill re- 
sults from his first week's experience. 

When there is no coal to shovel, no silica 
or pig tron to wheel and no dolamite or 
magnesia to spread over the furnace bed to 
create a new formation, be is assigned to 
sweeping cinders off the sheet metal floor, 

He is never idle. He works from 6 o'clock 
in the morning until 6 in the evening, 
or evening till morning. when he is 

to the night shift. There are no 
or holidays for him except of his 


horse trader.”’ 

Samuel Estes, his brother, 78 vears old. 
| infirm. wavering in mind. an inmate -f 
one of the little box-houses on the county 
| poor farm out near Ashley, is a pathetic 
| figure in the story. To this brother the 
rich old man left but $1 outright. In his 
will he set apart a few hundred dollars in 
trust for Samuel.

Suit Begun by 
Samuel Estes. 
A few days ago a suit was filed in the 
Circuit Court by Attorneys John W. Mat- 
son of Louisiana and Tapley & Fitzgerald 
of BowlingiGreen, on behalf of 


Estes, to set’ aside the will of Fielden Estes 
on the alleged grounds of undue influence 
and unsoundness of mind. The attorneys 
presented a contract, signed by Samuel 
Estes, authorizing them to act for him. 

Then came William H. Biggs of St. Loutfs, 
former judge of the St. Louls Court of Ap- 
peals and a well-known Piker, with a power 
of attorney signed by Samuel Estes, pro- 
cured by John Pitzer of this county and 
John Estes of Mermod & Jaccard's, St. 
Louls, who visited the old man at the poor 
farm. Judge Biggs filed suit and applied 
to the Probate Court for appvintment of an 
administrator. & Gray. the probate 
judge, informed him that a suit contesting 
the will was already filed and that he had 
appointed Frank W. Patton of Paynesville 
administrator pendente lite. 

Judge Biges al*o represents, as joint 
plaintiffs to set aside the will, the following 
nephews and nieces of Fielden Estes, who 
were cut off with a few hundred dollars 
each and prohibited from participation in 
the residue of the estate: John Pitzer. 
Robert Estes, son of Abrahanr Estes; Vic- 
toria Fisher, Edna Lutes, Merritt Estes.

YELLOW FEVER 


Dr. Bellinzaghi Announces a 
New Preventive. 


GIVES PERMANENT IMMUNITY 


PROPOSES A TEST BY THE.UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT. 


New Cure Is Vastly Different From the 
Serum, as It Is an Active Vaccine 
and Gives Immunity for 
All Time. 


CITY OF MEXICO, June 1.—Dr. Angel 
Bellinzaghi, whose experiments with yellow 
fever serum obtained last year the official 
recognition of the Mexican government, an- 
nounces that he has found an “active vac- 
cine’’ which he believes will insure absolute 
and permanent immunity from the scourge. 

The Mexican authorities were satisfied 
that a serum which he had prepared was a 
cure for yellow fever in 8 per cent of the 
cases which he treated, and awarded him 
a’ prize of $100,000. The experiments of the 
young physician have attracted attention 
throughout the world and medical authori- 
ties have discussed his serum treatment 
with much earnestness. 

There is still a difference of opinion 
among physicians as to the efficacy of the 
serum method of combating yellow fever. 
In a work on military hygiene, published a 
few weeks ago, Dr. Edward L. Munson of 
the United States Army. says that the so- 
called serum treatments have been without 
effect. 

Other medical authorities think that the 
best method of fighting yellow fever is by 
improving sanitary conditions. The exter- 


‘mination of the mosquito, another method 
of fighting the fever, is highly recommend- 


ed by several physicians. 

In view, however, of the Interesting and 
important researches conducted by Dr. Bel- 
linzaghi the medical world and the public 
will be much interested in the doctor's lat. 


est announcement. 

Dr. Bellinzaghi was born In Italy in 186. 
He was educated in France and was once 
a pupil of Dr. Pasteur. In 1892 he went to 
Montevideo, where he established a bacte- 
riological laboratory. With Dr. Felipe Cal- 
das, * 1895, he established a laboratory in 
Rio Grande do Su!, where they prepared « 
yellow fever serum. Of the new remedy 
Dr. Bellingaghi writes: 

“IT think tt is my duty now to communl- 
cate news of the yeh scientific impor- 
tance, and which will definitely settle the 
arduous problem of freeing persons from 
iInfection—an active vacc'ne having. been 
discovered which will make immunity from 
yellow fever permanent.

“In Mexico last year Dr. A. W. Parsons, 
director of the American Hospital, experi- 
mented with the most excellent results 
with the anti-yellow fever serum on many 
American citizens who were obliged to fre- 
quent the infected districts. 

“But immunity by means of the anti-yel- 
‘ow fever serum is temporary, while the 
immunity obtained byb-use of the active 
vaccine is permanent. 

“Dr. Felipe Caldas and myself wish that 
the first country to give this discovery of- 
ficia) sanction shall be the United States. 

“By the end of the moonth of May we 
hope to have readv a laree auantity of ac- 
tive vaccine and anti-yellow fever serum, 
in order to show its curative power in Cuba 
in a clear manner, as it was shown in Mex- 
ico and Vera Cruz in the presence of an 
official medical committee from the United 
States 

“An official medical committee, reporters 
of various newspapers and other persons 
who wish may accompany us to Cuba. If it 
were needful we could free from the risk 
of vellow fever a battalion of soldiers 
which might be sent to Cuba, and we could 
guarantee that not one of the soldiers in- 
oculated, even wére he predisposed to that 
disease, would catch yellow fever. 

“These experiments, for their rigorous 
execution, should be directed in person by 
me and Dr. Felipe Caldas. For this reason 
it would be necessary that the government 
of the United States, or some medical in- 
stitution, should furnish us the necessary 
means in order to carrv out the said ex- 
periments. 

“But if this is not possible I shall send 
the vaccine and the serum to my repre- 
sentative and friend, R. L. Summerlin, who 
resides in San Antonio. Tex.. so that, In 
agreement with the sanitary authorities 
of the United States, the experiments may 


be carried out.

TO AMBASSADOR CHOATE. 


This Act Has Important Bearing on 
the Status of Residents of 
the P.uilippine Is- 
lands. 


LONDON, June 1.—The officials of the 
United States embassy state that the mat- 
ter of granting a passport to the Fi ipino 
who applied fur one yesterday had to be 
referred to Washington, as it was the first 
time such an application had been made 


by a person of this nationality. The Fill- 
pino desired to travel in Russia, and though 
the applicant took the oath of allegiance 
to the United States in Spanish and En- 
glish, the embassy considered it advisable 
to submit the matter by cable to Washing- 
ton. 


WASHINGTON, June 1:~In answer to his 
application for instructions, Secretary Hay 


has directed Ambassador Choate, at Lon- 
don, to issue passports to the two Filipinos 
who appeared at the embassy yesterday ‘‘as 
residents of the Philippine Islands, and as 
such entitled to the protection of the Unit- 
ed States.”’

SUFFERS DEFEAT 


Ootniposer' 8 Copyright Will 
Not Be Extended, 


TO BECOME INVALID IN 1913 


DEVOTION TO HER HUSBAND’S 
MEMORY AND WORKS. 


Was First Von Bulow’s Wife, Was Di- 
vorced and Married Wagner and 
Sacrificed Her Hair at 
His Death. 


(Copyright, 1901.) 

BERLIN, June 1.—Frau Cosima Wagner, 
widow of the great Richard Wagner, and 
one of the most efficient generals in Europe 
as far as operatic matters is concerned, 
has suffered her first rebuff in years. 

The Prussian government has refused to 
sanction the passage of the copyright bill, 
which would have made possibie the ex- 
tension, for a certain number of years, of 
the ownership by Wagner’s heirs of the 
copyright privileges of his opera, .‘‘Parsi- 
fal."’ This opera, as the rest of the musical 
world knows to its vexation, is now per- 
formed only at Bayreuth. The valuable 
copyright which protects it will, however, 
become invalid in 1913, at which date all 
of the great composer’s works become pub- 
lic property. Anticipating this dire event, 
Frau Cosima and Herr Siegfried Wagner, 
her son, made this bold attempt to retain 
their exclusive right*and—failed. 


To understand Frau Wagner's chagrin at 
this failure, it is necessary to recall her al- 
most fanatical devotion both to her hus- 
band’s memory and to every bar of his 
works; the beginning long years ago of her 
romantic love for him, when she was still 
the wife of another man; her influence ex- 
erted upon her father, Liszt, in Wagner's 
favor; the tremendous energy she spent to- 
ward his advanecement; and the many 
manifestations of her wifely devotion, cul- 
minating in the spectacular sacrifice of her 
hair at Wagner’s death. 

There is no suggestion in the appearance 
of the Frau Wagner of today—tall, massive, 
strong featured, with masses of snow-white 
hair piled about her head—of this memor- 
able incident of Wagner's funeral day. 

The object of existence at Bayreuth is to 
preserve the family traditions as something 
almost holy and to reverepce the distin- 
guished composer of the Nibelungen Trilogy 
as little short of a god. 

Her exactions in the conduct of festivals 
are so minute and her ideas sé rigid that 
rebellion on the part of the singers is not 
uncommon. Yet the astute old lady pre- 
serves her supremacy intact, and shows 
frequently that she js a‘ woman of shrewd- 
ness as well as of sentiment. The royalties 
paid her on her late husband's works 
amount to more than $2500 a year. In addi- 
tion, it is believed that the Bayreuth festi- 
val nets ah annual $6000. So prosperous, in- 
deed, is Wagner’s widow that she could af- 
ford to decline a recent offer of $25,000 for 
the permission to present ‘“‘Parsifal’’ free 
five years. 

Following upon this came the copyright 
agitation, which has feft’the Wagners with 
only 12 years more of supreme control. 

A good deal of Frau Wagner's personal 
history is suggested by her appearance— 
tall, gaunt, even to ungainifness, hook- 
nosed, with deep, piercing eyes and an in- 
describable magnetic, commanding person- 
ality. Her head is indeed almost the exact 
duplicate of that of her father, the Abbe 
Franz Liszt. Her mother was the Countess 
d’'Agoult, the daughter of a line of bank- 
ers, with a position in literature under the 
name of ‘‘Daniel Stern.’’ 

As a young girl, Cosima married the 
pianist, Hans Von Bulow. The marriage 
was an unhappy one, partly because the 
young woman early developed a violent in- 
terest and admiration for the composer of 
“The Flying Dutchman.’’ ~ 

Frau Cosima had brown hair then. It was 
long, shiny, abundant, a great ornament. 
Wagner, who intensely admired the wife 
he had won in-so unconventional a fashion, 


had always thought her hair particurlary 
beautiful. As he lay in his coffin, therefore, 


it occurred to the new-made widow to em- 
phasize her widowhood, its desolation and 
renunciation, by cutting off her magnificent 
hair, coiling it up and placing it under her 
dead husband's head as a pillow for his 
endless sleep. 
No little sensation was caused by 
carrying this intention into effect. 
But time remedied the voluntarily im- 
posed defect and Frau Cosima’s hair is as 
long and heavy today as it was 18 years 
ago, when Wagner died. ; 
In spite of her age, this masterful old 
lady is one of the most remarkable women 
in Europe. 
In Bayreuth, where she lives in the 
square stone villa, ‘‘Wahnfried,”’ which 
Wagner once built, and where she person- 
ally directs the smallest details of the year- 
ly Wagner’ festivals, the elderly Frau is 
practically a queen Her receptions at 
Wahnfried, where she is invariably the 
most distinguished in appearance of all the 
women present, are of almost royal dignity 
and importance. Nevertheless, her manner 
of life is simple enough, ®xcept on her vis- 
its to Munich, where she mathtains great 
state, being a constant visitor at court.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Washing- 
ton Traction and Electric Co., which con- 
trols the electric lighting plants and all the 
electric railways in the District of Colum- 
bia, except the lines of the Capital Traction 
Co., having defaulted in the payment of 
interest June 1 on the bonds of the corpora- 
tion, a movement for reorganization of the 
company has been inaugurated. 

The stocks and bonds of the company are 
mainly owned by New York parties. The 
earning capacity never has been equal to 
the demands. The company was organized 
two years ago with a capital of $12,000,000 In

bonds are collateral securities and not a 
mortgage bond. 

The deficit in the company's revenues 
has been made good at each successive pe- 
riod by those largely interested and it 
is understood through assessment on 
the stock. 

It is supposed that a floating debt has 
thus been accumulated.

If Big Land Owners Are Disposed Of 
the State Could Easily Accommo- 
modate 10,000,000 People. 


Special to*the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June '.—John How- 
ard of Houston who, as immigrant agent of 
the Southern Pacific railroad in Texas, has 
had exceptional opportunities to study con- 
ditions in this state, declares that the land- 
bug is the worst pest in Texas, worse than 
the boil-weevil and the green bug. 

Mr. Howard figures that what Texas 
needs most now is people to settle up its 
waste places, and he believes these people 
cannot be brought to Texas in large num- 
bers so long as the land-bug thrives. The 
land-bug is the man who owns vast 
stretches of unimproved real estate, ana 
who lays in wait for the homeseeker and 
doubles the price of land when he desires 
to purchase. 

“he great question that confronts Tex- 
as now,’ said Mr. Howard, “is the settle- 
tnent of its waste land with valuable citi- 
zens. The railroads will do all they can to 
bring the homeseeker into the state, but we 
can accomplish very little as long as the 
land owner fails to co-operate with us, or 
actively opposes us. 

“It does more harm than good for a rail- 
road to advertise the advantages of Texas, 
bring the homeseeker here and have him 
confronted with the necessity of paying 
double price for land. The homeseeker un- 
der such circumstances goes away and 
gives the state a bad name. Or, if he set- 
tles here, he wants neighbors to help him 
make roads and to join with him in build- 
ing school houses and churches, and if the 
landowner keeps these neighbors away the 
pioneer goes away and curses Texas,

Gus V. R. Mechim of St. Louis, a signa. 
ture expert, said that in his opinion the 
note was signed by: 2 man many years 
younger than Estes. He said that the sig- 
nature showed a firmness not probable in 
the handwriting of an enfeebled octoge- 
narian. 

The court !nstructed the jurors, if they 
believed the note was genuine, to find for 
the p aintiff, but if they bel.eved the amount 
to in excess of medical services ac- 
tually rendered, to deduct the mount of 
such excess. The jury rendered a verdict 
awarding Dr. Crewdson $13,000 on the note. 

This verdict was unsatisfactory to both 
parties, and appeals were taken. The case 
will go tu the supreme court.

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Crewdson received from him about $5500. | 

Dr. Crewdson talked freelv with the Post- 
Dispatch concerning his connection with the 
Estes matter. In speaking of his travels 
with his eccentric patient he said: 

“Estes hated to part with a dollar more 
than any man I ever knew. Bear in mind 
that I mean actual cash when I say this. 
He did not mind giving a check. Some- 
times when we would go to a railroad sta- 
tion to buy tickets I would say, ‘‘Mr. Es- 
tes, these tickets will cost us $5."" He 
would put his hand‘in his pocket, draw out 
a roll of .bills. hesitate and then say, ‘Oh, 
let’s give him a check for it.’ 

“Tt seemed to break his heart to let 
real money go out of his hands. Up in 
Minnesota, at‘a lake resort, we were stop- 
ping at a hotel where the rates were some- 
thing like $5 a day. I grew ill, and Mr. 
Estes went downstairs to settle our bill. 
When he learned that it was about $70 he 
grew frantic. After that Il always gave 
him to understand that our hotel bills were 
only $1 or so a day. When we would re- 
iurn home he would cheerfully draw up a 
check for the amount of our expenses and 
pay it without a murmur. He couldn't 
see the hard coin getting away.’ 

During the last 20 years of his life Es- 
tes was constantly engaged in lawsuits. 
In spite of his fondness for making and 
keeping money, he actually delighted in 
suing and being sued. He was a fighter. 
It was born in him. He loved to win le- 
gal victeries. Even defeats were pleasing 
to him, for they gave him more enemies 
tor hate. | 

His suits against Jacob Fry of the Buf- 
falo neighborhood, known as “Big Jake” 
Fry, are memorable. Estes held three deeds 
of trust’ on Fry's fine farm. He foreclosed 
and brought suit in ejectment. Fry con- 
tested, alleging that he had paid off the 
indebtedness. his was in 1881. Both Fry 
and Estes are dead. The sons of Fry are 
now parties to the suits, and the cases are 
in the Supreme Court, after 20 years of lit- 
ization in various forms and with victory 
now for one side and now for the other. 

Another famoue Estes series of lawsuits 
grew out of the mortgages he held against 
the Lemuel Wells farm land in Calumet. 
Estes had a deed of trust amounting to 
$48,000, The land was worth about $100,000. 
Suits growing out of this mortgage have 
occupied the attention of the court for 
many years and are still pending before the 
Supreme Court. 

The consensus of opinion in Pike County 
appears to be that, though Estes himseif 
is dead and buried near his old home In 
Calumet, his name will live:on in the courts 
for many years to come.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 1.—Mahalle 
Smith, a white halred woman 70 years old, 
Was fined $1000 in the Federal Court here 
today for making false affidavit to pension 
papers. Mrs. Smith was arrested at Jop- 
lin, Mo., three months ago and brought to 
Kansas City, where she has since been 


held in jail.- 


She will be returned to jail for 30 days, 
when she will be permitted to secure her 
release by taking advantage of the bank- 
ruptcy law. Mrs. Smith applied for a pen- 
sion years ago to secure support for 
her children after her husband, who was 
an old soidi¢r, had deserted her.

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“By a vote of five to four the Supreme 
Court has declared President Mciinley 
Emperor of Porto Rico, and according to 
the press dispatches the Emperor has g.ad- 
ly and gratefully accepted the title and 
authority thus conferred upon him by the 
highest judicial tribunal of the land. 

“This is one of the most important-decis- 


ions, if not the most important ever ren-! 
dered by the court; it not only declares, 


that Congress is greater than the constitu- 
tion which created it—the creature great- 
er than the creator—but it denies the ne- 
cessity for a written constitution. The 
proposition taken by the court is defend- 
ed, or rather excused by reasoning, which, 
if followed out, will destroy constitutional 
liberty in the United States; 

“Every reason 
could be used with even more force to sup- 
port’ a decision nullifying all limitations 
placed by the constitution on Congress 
when dealing with the several states, 

“If the Porto Ricans can trust the wis- 
dom and justice of a Congress which they 
do not elect and cannot remove, why do the 
people of the United States reed a constl- 
tution to protect them from a Congress 
which they do elect and can remove? 

‘‘The decision in effect declares that the 
peonvle are not the source of power; it de- 
fends taxation without representation and 
den.es that governments derive ‘their just 
powers from. the consent of the gov- 
erned.’ 

“It assails the foundations of the repub- 
lic and does so on the ground of ex- 
pediency. 

“The dissenting opinions bristle with pre- 
ceden‘ts and burn with patriotism’ that 
ought to awaken conscientious Republicans 
to a realization of the meaning of impe- 
rialism. 

“This decision, like the Dred-Scott de- 
cision, raises a political issue which - must 
be settled bv the people. «The Supreme 
Court has joined with the President and 
Congress in an attempt to change the 
form of our government, but there yet re- 
mains an appeal to the people. 

“The election of 1900 did not decide the 
aouestion, for the Republicans denied that 
they favored {tmpertalism, but they can 
deny it no longer. They must now adm't 
their renudiation of the constitution as 
well as the declaration of indevendence. 

“To what a glorious fleld for inspiration 
this justice of the Supreme Court has In- 
vited the American people. 

*‘T’nder this oninion we are about to em- 
bark on Great Britatn’s colon‘al policy and 
to reassure ourselves, to quiet our con- 
secilence. we have but to look at the his- 
tory of Great Britain toward its outly'ng 
possessions ‘since the American  revolu- 


} tion,’ an inspiring spectacle, indeed.”’

In one of the annual messages of: 
the venerable founder of the Chris-. 
tian Science Church the following 
Quotation from evelation, which is 
the basis for the various libel suits, 
was incorporated. The contention {s 
that Mrs. Eddy directed the entire 
message at Mrs. Woodbury, who had 
written a magazine article exposing 
what’ she termed the absurdities of 
Mrs. Eddy’s claim to inspiraton and 
of the Christian Science religion:

She rarely 
sees visitors, but recently she talked to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter and declared that 
she was not ill. She has been particularly 
sensitive on this point and she said: 


Denies That 
She Is Sick. 


“You ask me if I am sick. I answer no, 
for when God heals the sick or sinful they 
know the great benefit mind has wrought. 
They also know the great delusion of mind 
when it makes them sick or sinful. Many 
are wiiling to open the eyes of the peovle 
to the power of good resident in divine 
mind, but they are not willing to point out 
the evil in human thought and expose its 
hidden mental ways of accomplishing the 
iniquity. 

“There was once a time in my life when 
bodily ailments laid me low, put I have 
learned that mind recohstructs the body as 
nothing else can do. 

“Stories telling of my illness have been, 
I am sorry to say, industriously circulated, 
They are naught but malicious falsehoods. 
Their object, I presume, is to discredit 
the belief and practice of the mother in 
the principles she has expcunded for more 
than 30 years. This, indeed, would be much 
to those who oppose the growth of the 
science of Christ.”’

“Mother'’ Eddy can not be overtaken by 
death unless she consents to it. 

Judge Hanna is the first reader of the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist. Christian 
Scientists do not have pastors, except, as 
they say, the Bible and Mrs. Eddy's book, 
“Science and Health’’ are their pastor, 
Mrs. Eddy is pastor emeritus of 
churches in the faith. To al! intents 
purposes, however, Judge Hanna is 
pastor of the First Church. He is also 
editor of the Christian Science Journal, and 
manager of other Christian Science publi- 
cations, all of which are directed in the 
first instance by Mrs. Eddy, whose power 
over all things—churches, publications or 
whatnot connected with Christian @cience 
--is supreme and unquestioned by the faith- 
ful.

Why the one and not the 
other? There is more rest in a tiresome wheel ride of 20 
miles than in a ten hours’ snooze in a hammock. That, at 
Jeast, is the testimony of wheelmen. Why, then, does Sun- 
@ay wheeling shock people who think that rest is the essence 
of the day? 

Doing what one must—that is fatiguing. Doing what one 
loves to do—that is rest. This is the rule which really an-

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THE WOODBURY-EDDY CASE. 


The trial of the Woodbury-Eddy libel suit in Boston, the 
preliminary details of which have been published in the 
Post-Dispatch, will be followed with keenest interest by all 
observing people.

New 
Yerk, “hcago and various other cities, but 
nut at any time having reference to any ol 
the work being executed by our local archi- 
tects, painters, landscape gardeners and 
engineers. I do not believe in restricting or 
curtailing the powers of the Exposition 
company, nor would I suggest_ that the 
work that is to be done in the Exposition 
should be done by St. Louisans only, but l 
do believe that there is a great number of 
talented architects. artists and painters and 
sculptors who have the brains, ability and 
ambition to assume a portion of the work 
and produce the most creditable results. 

I diac want to call attention to the fact 
that St. Louis men are at the head of some 
of the most prominent institutions of learn- 
ing in the Bast: that St. Louls has pro- 
duced sculptors of the highest merit, no- 
tably Ruckstuhl and Bringhurst; that St. 
Louis numbers among her great painters 
Harry Chase and William H. Howe, Mrs. 
MacMonnies and numerous others who have 
gained international reputation. It is 
well-known and well-recognized fact that 
the architecture of some of the prominent 
buildings of St. Louis both in the business 
and residence sections compare favorably 
with the work of the architects in any por- 
tion of this country. Therefore, lcannot un- 
derstand why in the celebration of the 
Louisiana Purchase that parties interested 
should endeavor to discountenance the em- 

loyment of some of the best talent that 
has been developed within the boundary of 
the Louisiana Purchase. 

There is another phase of the question 
which appears to suggest itself, namely, 
that introduction of outside interests for 
the entire work will tend to the taking of 
both the money and the work almost com- 
pletely out of the hands of the St. Louis 
eople.

FOURTEEN YEARS A FUGITIVE. 


EMBEZZLED FUNDS WHILE A SIG- 
NAL OFFICER. 


Escaped After Arrest, Lived as a Book- 
seller in New York, Finally Dis- 
covered and Served a Sen- 
tence in Prison. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Capt. Henry W. 
Howgate, formerly signal officer in the 
United States army, died suddenly this af- 
ternoon of cerebral hemorrhage at his 
home in this city. He was 67 years old. 

Capt. Howgate had a singular and event- 
ful life. While a trusted official of the sig- 
nal service he was charged with appro- 
priating a large amount of government 
funds, and placed under arrest. His es- 
cape and flight were attended with many 
dramatic features, for by a ruse he got 
away fiom a gov. rnm nt cffic.r having f''m 
in charge, while the latter supposed his 
prisoner was taking a bath. 

For years he remained in hiding and not 

until 14 years after this escape was he lo- 
cated by secret service detectives as pro- 
prietor of an obscure bookstore in New 
York. For some time before his actual re- 
arrest the authorities were aware of his 
prepence in New York, but they were dis- 
nclined to take him into custody as there 
was considerable doubt concerning the 
evidence in the old case. It was finally 
decided to bring him back and Former 
Chief Drummond made the arrest. He was 
brought back here, tried and convicted. 
After serving a sentence in the Albany 
county penitentiary, he returned to Wash- 
ington last December. 
Capt. Howgate was known as a scientist 
of ability. He gave much attention to 
Arctic research and was the author of 
what was known as the Howgate coloniza- 
tion plan for reaching the north pole by 
means of stations along the route,

THE KING AND QUEEN WERE AF- 
FABLE AND CORDIAL. 


Edward Talked of the Weather and 
Shook Hands With the Group of 
Millionaires, Recalling 
Two of Them 


WINDSOR, England, June 1—Twenty- 
two American gentlemen, dressed in the 
deep black of British court mourning, rep- 
resenting many millions of money and vaat 
commercial interests, were the guests of 
King Edward today at Windsor. 

They were the delegates of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce. The visit 
was arranged by the London Chamber of 
Commerce, the president of which, Lord 
Brassey, accompanied the American party. 
The visitors were greatly impressed and 


pleased by the audience of the King, who, 
the Associated Press learns, was just as 
interested at meeting them as they we 
at meeting him. The King had expr 
considerable curiosity to see what manner 
of men these m*iti-millionaires might be, 
especially Messrs. Mor and Carnegie. 
As regards the latter the King was ry 4 
pointes, fer Mr. Carnegie was unable to 
present.

“In a section occupied by the tenement 
house class of the population, four miles 
long and two miles wide, containing 
250,000 souls, there is only one small park, 
Carr Square. Of this square we are able 
to give only a space of 100 yards square 


to the children. 

“Children play in the street and break 
windows and lamps because no provision is 
made for playgrounds for them. The re- 
ports of the New York police department 
show that since a system of public play- 
grounds was introduced’ in that city there 
has been a great diminution in the number 
of juvenile offenders. 

Mr, Ridgely names two systems of laying 
out parks, the first providing for large 
parks in the more unsettled portion of the 
city, and the second providing for numer- 
ous small parks. He expresses the opinion 
that the first plan has been carried far 
enough for the present in St. Louis and 
that efforts for the extension of the park 
system should be made in the direction of 
the second plan. 

“The uncertain and fluctuating revenue’’ 
at present available for parks is corm- 
plained of by the park commissioner, who 
says that a system should be provided 
which will insure adequate support of the 
parks by a fixed tax levy, as is done in 
Chicago and other cities. Some provision 
of this kind, Mr. Ridgely thinks, should 
be inserted in the charter amendments. 


Park Police 

Are Recommended. ° 
In recommending the organization of 4 
body of park police. Mr. Ridgely says: 
“IT wish to testify to the efficiency of the 
metropolitan police now serving in the 
parks, but in my opinion better results 
could be secured from a uniformed body of 
park police under the direct supervision of 
the park commissioner.”’ 
Mr. Ridgely recommends in this connec- 
tion that a nightwatchman be placed at the 
City Hall Park at once to prevent the thett 
of flowers and injury to the lawn. 
In a table of statistics showing the pro- 
ortion of park space to population in dif- 
erent cities, St. Louis is shown to compare 
favorably with other large cities. St. Louis 
has an acre of park for every 190 citizens, 
Baltimore one for every 362, Boston one for 
every 370, New York one for every 293, Phil- 
adelphia for every 378, Milwaukee for ev- 
ery 150 and Washington for every 132. 
The report shows that in the year ending 
April 1, 1901, $41,000 was spent for improve- 
ment and maintenance of Forest Park, $5200 
for O'Fallon Park and $6200 for Carondelet 
Park. For the coming year $32,000 will be 
asked for Forest Park, $6000 for Carondelet 
and $4400 for O’Fallon Park. 
Among special needs of which the report 
speaks are the raising and improvement of 
Car@ndelet Park Lake, the raising of Ben- 
ton Park Lake, the building of a new en- 
trance under the Wabash Rallroad in For- 
est Park and the building of new ap- 
proaches to the glen in O'Fallon Park. 
A new palmhouse is needed in Forest 
Park, but this, the commissioner believes, 
should be provided through the gift of some 
individual or society.

Increased From a Trade of $3550 in 
1844 to One of $250,000,- 
000 in 1900.

ILONDON, June 1.—The annual working- 
men’s co-operative congress, now in ses- 
sion at Middlesborough, listened to an ex- 
traordinary tale of its marvelous develop- 
ment.

PARIS, June 1.—Count Tolstoi, answering 
a series of questions sent him by the Paris 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, has written 
from Moscow a long letter, in which he 
says: 

“Everybody must admit that the law sys- 
tem of every country is bad, but legal ty- 
ranny is, nevertheless, enforced everywhere 
with the sanction of the most enlightened 
citizens, and with the help of guns and 
bayonets when necessary. 

‘“‘Now, suppose a man like myself, who is 
opposed to letting churches poison the pub- 
lic mind and teach sorcery, etc., should 
refuse in France to pay taxes, millions 
whereof are appropriated for paying Cath- 
olic priests, Protestant ministers and Jew- 
ish rabbis. For refusing thus to help to- 
ward state support of a glaring evil this 
man would be jailed. 

“Suppose the millions of United States 
citizens who are opposed to the horrors of 
the Philippines and Chinese wars should 
deny their money toward paying the cost 
of these abominations. The majority would 
immediately invoke the law and summon 
the militia and trefit their conscientious 
scruples as open rebellion. 

“Today men are attempting to live ac- 
cording to their own ideas or conscience 
and simply cannot. At the first attempt they 
would be tracked from country to coun- 
try like rabid. animals. Note the case of 
Admiral Doukoborrs, who was driven from 
Russia because, wishing to obey the scrip- 
tural injunction, “Thou shalt not kill,’ he 
refused to do military service.”’ 

Another passage of Tolstoi’s letter reefrs 
to the work of the press in advancing social 
evolution. The Russian philosopher recog- 
nizes it as a powerful agency, because, as 
he says: 

*‘Though newspaper reading is a wasteful 
way to acquire education, any way of edu- 
cating the people is better than to let them 
rot in ignorance. But it is sad to contem- 
plate how badly that splendid instrument, 
the public press. operates all over the 
world. In Russia the press is muzzled and 
craven; in Germany it is unintelligently 
ponderous, foolishly occupied in the petty 
politics of the hour to the detriment of 
social questions; in France it is talented 
but generally corrupt, except as to a few 
socialistic organs which are battling for 
more social justice; in England the press 
is almost entirely under the thumb of the 
big banks and great capitalist companies. 

“In the United States, where, I am told, 
absolute independence pervails, much which 
is excellent is deluged with trash, dumped 
before its readers day after day to satisfy 
their ravenous but indiscriminate appetites. 
Love of the picturesqueness seems to have 
been completely stified in American editors’ 
consciences. For example, I doubt whether 
any single man sufficiently gifted to occu- 
py an editorial chair can regard so-called 
Christian Science otherwise than a bane- 
ful revival of medieval ignorance; yet your 
papers treat the thing seriously and de- 
scribe its ‘miracles,’ ‘spirit apparitions’ and 
alleged ‘revelations,’ all of which is calcu- 
lated to promote religious hysteria and en- 
courage millions of weak-minded creatures 
to follow the despicable movement.” 

In answer to another question, Count 
Tolstoi writes that he agrees with M Zola 
that the next 10 years will see an upsetting 
of the moneyed tyranny over the state and 
the individual and an immense change in 
the social fabric. 


FAMILY OUTING IN A BALLOON 


Archduke Salvator Took His Wife and 
Little Daughter on a Success- 
ful Ascent.

VIENNA,, June 1. —Archduke Leopold Sal- 
vator, whol has long studied aeronautics, 


and who went to Constanz eney to wit- 
ness the ascent of Zeppelin’s airship, made 
an ascent last Monday from the side of the 
Danube, about ten miles from here. 

His balloon, the ‘‘Meteor,’’ was one which 
he recently purchased in Berlin, where he 
made several ascents in connection with the 
German army aeronautic school. 

In his Monday's ascent he was accom- 
panied by his wife, the Archduchess Bi- 

ancha, daughter of Don Carlos, his seven- 
year-old daughter and the Princess Therese 
of Bavaria, who is deeply interested in 
scientific studies and is a member of the 
Munich Academy of Science. 

The day’ was fine, with a light westerly 
breeze. ‘he party ascended at noon. 

The management of the balloon was en- 
tirely in the hands of the archduke, He 
claims to have reached an altitude of 6000 
feet. The wind must haee been extremely 
light, as the balloon wt + hae only 32 miles 
in three hours and a half 

The descent was made in a field at Sax- 
elechen, about nine miles from Kornenberg, 
on the ‘Danube. 

All were delighted with their experience, 
the Princess Therese especially declaring 
that no experience in her life equaled it. 

The archduke is arranging for another 
ascent next week, but it is believed that 
he will not take his little daughter along 
then, as he was subjected to some rather 
severe criticism for exposing her to the 
danger of last Monday's ascent.

Monastery of ‘tds Char- 
treuse May Be Wiped Out. 


ORDER ORIGINATED IN 1084 


TROUBLES TO WHICH IT HAS 
HERETOFORE BEEN SUBJECT. 


Manufacture of the Noted Cordial One 
of the Most Jealously Kept of 
Trade Secrets.

PARIS, June 1—At the hour of writing 
the fate of the brethren of the Grande 
Chartreuse hangs trembling in the bal- 
ance. This association of holy men is 
“unauthorized”; its seat of government its 
outside of France; it is engaged in trade. 
Consequently it should be snuffed out by 
Mr. Waldeck-Rousseau’s bill. But it ts 
not so certain that it will be, for the 
monks have powerful friends. The poor 
love them for their charity and the rich 
for their liqueurs. Moreover, they have had 
@ checkered history and have survived 


many previous attempts to snuff them out. | 


It is mot necessary to go any further 
than the guide book in order to discover 
that the Grande Chartreuse was founded by | 
St. Bruno in 1084. The legend records that 
St. Bruno's friend, St. Hugo of Grenoble, 
Was advised by God In a dream as to the 
Bite on which it should be built. 

In view of the fact that the site thus 
Belected was in the way of avalanches, 
and that an avalanche shortly afterward 
fell, destroying the monastery, which was 
then built of wood, and burying six breth- 
ren alive, it seems not improbable that 
St. Hugh of Grenoble partially misin- 
terpreted the divine intentions. However, 
that may be, the monastery had to be ré- 


Pullt; being rebuilt, {t encountered further 
trouble of various kinds. It was burned 
down six times—in 1320, 1371, 1473, 
1(09, 1592 and 1676. It was sacked by Cal- 
vinists in 1562, and it was emptied of monks 
by the revolutionists in 

This last incident is, of course, the 
pe recedent for the attack upon the Car- 

usians now proceeding, and it is a pre- 
cedent which, as it failed, must be re- 
garded as encouraging. The trouble be- 
Fe n in 1790, when it was reported that 
he brethern were intriguing with the 
enemies of France, and préparing to 

ide a Sardinian army through the moun- 
tins of Dauphine. he Carthusian his- 

torians naturally treat the report as a 
calumny, and it is possible that it may 
have been untrue. But it was believed 
at the time, and strong medsureS were 
taken; the rande Chartreuse was fined 
end derived of its church plate, and i09 
soldiers were billeted there. This state 
of things lasted for more than a year, and 
then came the decree of the National As- 
Sembly that all religious houses must be 
evacuated by their inmates.on Oct. 1, 

. The Carthusians, like the rest, had 

to obey the order. and disperse. Some of 
them went to England, where one of them, 
Dom Ambrose Burdet, was claimed as a 
“cousin by Sir Francis Burdett, Membcr 
of Parliament. Most of them rema‘ned 
in the neighborhood of the monastery till 
July, 1798, when they were invited to 
take the oath of allegiance to the re- 
public, and were cast into dungeons for 
refusing to do so. 

The secret of this liqueur is one of the 
most valuable and one of the most jeal- 
ously kept trade secrets in the world. “I 
fuund here,”’ wrote Rousseau of his visit to 
the convent, ‘‘some very rare plants, and 
some still rarer virtues.’”

The Indian Territory was the extreme 
western frontier of the United States after 
the purchase of Louisiana from France, but

The 
government decided to set apart this sec- 
tion for the Indians anda formulated the pian 
to remove all th». erokees, Choctaws, 
Chickasaws, Creeks and Seminoles bodily

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B™ FUNSTON writes from the Philip- 

pines to a Kansas friend that he has 
eaten an octopus. 

Not content with making a mere swim- 
ming hole of the roaring Pasig and kidnap- 
ing the front office man of the Filipino gov- 
ernment, the intrepid Kansan now strips of 
hia terror the dread polyp! of Horace and 
Pliny and passes him on to posterity 
crushed, conquered and quivering, fit filling 
for a sandwich. 

Dread tales have been told of the octopus. 
But net more than of Funston. It fs an old 
one that the octopus has thrust his long 
tentacles into boats and fished out many @ 
struggling seaman. But Funston pulled the 
skipper out of the Filipino ship of state. So 
they were about half and half as to prow- 
ess when they met on the sands of Luzon 
and engaged in that combat of which the 
survivor was Funston. 

The Kansan’s statement concerning him- 
self and the ectopus is very brief, but it is 
hardly questionable that he ate what, if 
properly designated upon a bill of fare, 
would read: 

OCTOPUS VULGARIS. 

This is the scientific name of the octopus 
of the Pacific. It is a mollusk well-known 
to science, and one of the moet interesting 
of the things that live under the seas. 

The octopus vulgaris is so named because 
he has eight arms and neither tastes like 
a piece of candy nor smells like a tea rosc. 
lie is not a delicacy, though all the world 
over he is eaten. It is the tentacles that are 
edible, and what the little fighting man 
from Kansas probably did do was to eat an 
arm of an octopus, It is as impossible to 
helieve that he ate a whole octopus as it 
would be to belfeve that he spends a whole 
day without counting himself and felicitat- 
ing anent the magnificent total. 

The octopus vulgaris lives at the very 
bottom of the sea. When he is found ashore 


it fe Deeause the waves washed him there 


ané left him high and dry. This frequently 
occurs during night storms, for the octopus 
does all his moving about during the night 
and hes never been known to have any 
habits otherwise than nocturnal. The truth 
has seldom been told as to his size and 
power. He is ordinarily not more than a 
foot tong in the head and body and having 
eight tentacles covering, outstretched, an 
area of six and eight feet. There are in- 
stances, however, of much larger octopi. J. 
K. Lord, an authority upon molluscs, saw 
an octopus at Vancouver Island which had 
tentacles five feet long and as thick as his 


wrist. Adams, in his journal of the cruise 
of the Samarang, tells of seeing octopi of 
enormous size in the Mela-coshina group. 
He once saw two natives carrying an octo- 
pus which covered an area of 12 feet>-with 
its tentacles and was two feet long through 
the body and head. Perhaps the largest oc- 
topus of which there is any record was 
washed up on the Rahama Islands in 1872. 
It weighed more than 200 pounds. 

The octopus is often confused with Its 
greater relative, the giant squid. The giant 
squid -is one of the largest inhabitants of 
the seas. He sometimes reaches a length of 
20 feet in the body and has tentacles as 
much as 40 feet long. But these are i0 in 
number and are thrust straight ahead. 
They do not reach out upon every side as 
do those of the octopus. The largest speci- 
mens of the giant squid seen within recent 
years have been washed upon the New- 
foundland banks by night storms. One of 
these was several years ago exhibited in 
New York. In early times these squids were 
regarded as dragons, and there is an in- 
stance in which the discovery. of one of 
them thrown ashore by the seas terrified a 
considerable part of Ireland. 

The octopus belongs to the cephalopods, 
most highly organized of all molluscs. Up- 
on each of their eight tentacles are two 
rows of 12%) cup-like suckers, It is an old 
story that an octopus, or devilfish, could 
throw his tentacles around a man and suck 
the blood from his body. Beale, an eariy 
Englieh traveler and writer, tells of an ex- 
pertence of this kind. He found an octo- 
pus in the rocks of the seashore and at- 
tempted to arrest its movements when it 
made for the water. The fish threw one ot 
its tentacles around his wrist, and, strug- 
gie as he would, he could not dislodge the 
clammy tentacle, only escaping when a 
companion had cut the octopus into bits 
with a boat knife. Mr. Beale relates the 
experience as the most terrifying of his 
life. The touch of the fish, he says, was 
ihe most terrible thing ever coming in con- 
tact with his flesh. It seemed to freeze his 
blood. and so terrified him he cried aloud 
as a defenseless animal. 

Octopi have been eaten since the earliest 
times. It is said that the flesh of the big 
mollusc was for a long time in demand 
around the Mediterranean Sea during Lent, 
when the traditions and decisions of the 
Catholic Church permitted use of it on the 
tables of Catholics, judging the meat of the 
octopus to be fish rather than flesh. Dried 
ectopus is even now upon sale in the mar-

When St. Louis, growing rapidly now, 
and doubtless to grow more rapidly still, 
surrounds the Fair Grounds in close-bullt 
blocks, it is going to make a deal of differ- 
ence whether what.is now the Fair Grounds 
tract is then cut into city Diocks and oc- 
cuptled by houses, stores and factories, hav- 
ing nothing out of common with the blocks 
surrounding, or ts then a public park, serv- 
ing the city: around as a breathing spot. a 
place of rest and beauty for the people anc 
romp and recreation for their children.

The greatest menace to submarine tun- 


| nels is the danger ‘of flooding with fresh 


water. 

In the rock which forms the bottem of 
the sea there are springs of clear, cool wa- 
ter of the same character as those found 
on land. 

There is no difficulty in putting an arch 
over the tunnel strong enough to prevent 
the salt water above it from penetrating 
into the chamber, but heretofore no means 
has been devised to guard against the seep- 
age of spring water. In some instances tun- 
nel projects have been abandoned because 
borings showed that there were great lakes 
of fresh water beneath the briny deep. Pro- 
jectors of the proposed tunnel between En- 
giand and Ireland have hit upon what they 
believe will be a solution of the problem. 
They will build what they call drainage 
headings at both ends of the tunnel. 

The tunnel will be higher at the center 
than at the ends, thus forming a natural 
drain toward the two terminal points. 

Each entrance to the tunnel will be two- 


| with the surface by an easy grade and will 
be the one used for traffic. 

The lower one will communicate with 
a short passage deflected downward. and 
connected with a perpendicular shaft bored 
from the surface near the shore line. 

The water which may accumulate in the 
|} tunnel will flow into this lower entrance 
and will reach the surface through the 
shaft. The principle will be the same as 
that of an oil well. 

The flow from the shaft will be a fresh- 
water gusher. 

The only contingency feared by the pro- 
jectors of the tunnel is that they will en- 
counter a lake of fresh water too large to 
be depleted by natural drainage. 

Geologists who have been consulted say 
along the shore line 
at the proposed terminal indicate that this 
| difficulty will not be encountered if the tun- 
nel is so routed that the depth of sea wa- 
er above is at no point more than 500 feet. 

In order to fulfill this condition it will be 
necessary to carry the tunnel well to the

northward of a deep depression known as 
Beaufort’s Dyke; which is in the direct 
line between Wigton and Antrim. This will! 
make the total length of the tunnel 435 
miles, of which 25 miles will be under the 
sea. The approaches at either end will be 
five miles long and the drainage heads two 
miles long. 

The total cost of construction, according 
to estimates, willbe from $50,000,000 to $60,- 
000,000 and the time required to build the 
tunnel will be from twelve to fourteen 
years. 

The principal promoter is James Barton 
of Dundalk, a member of the Council of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers. 

It is admitted by the advocates of the 
scheme that the question whether the traf- 
fic which the tunnel would secure would be 
sufficient to pay interest on its construction 
is a doubtful one. They are, therefore, ask- 
ing for government aid for the enterprise, 
and would very likely have received it ex- 
cept for the extraordinary expenses of the 
government on account of the South Afri- 
can war. 

Capital, however, has already been en- 
listed in the enterprise to the extent of a 
willingness to assume the risks of con- 
struction. The provisional committee of the 
Irish Channel Tunnel] has offered to con- 
Struct the tunnel, provided the British gov- 
ernment will guarantee that upon its suc- 
cessful completion and opening to traffic 
its revenues shall pay a dividend of 3 per 
cent on the share capital of $60,009,C00. The 
government would be required to make no 
payment until the completion of the tunnel, 


some twelve or fourteen years hence, and 
only then to the extent of making. good any 
deficiency in the net revenues to pay the 
above-named dividend. Negotiations be- 
tween the promoters and the government 
are still in progress and recent information 
is to the effect that an agreement is antici- 
pated. Among the members of the Irish 
Channel Tunnel committee are: Claud J. 
Hamilton, chairman of the Great Eastern 
Railway Co.; Gen. R. H. Sankey and sev- 
eral well-known members of Parliament.

HE next step in the project will be ac- 
A curate soundings at much shorter in- 

tervals than those which have been 
taken, also surveys and levels to obtain ab- 
solutely the distances and levels across the 
channel. Core-borings also are necessary at 
the sites of the shore-shafts to the full 
depth, and deep-water borings as already 
referred to, to ascertain the depth of soft 
deposit on the tock under the seabed and 
the nature of that rock. 

The next expenditure would be to sink the 
shaft on the Irish side and carry a heading 
so far as to pass the junction between the 
new red standstone and the silurian for- 
mations. This would cost $1,000,000 or $1,- 
250,000, after which the risks would be min- 
imized and thé work would thenceforward 
be one, the cost and time for executions of 
which could be closely estimated. 


For the purpose of drainage, it is neces- 
sary to have a fall to the shore ends of the 
turinels, and this is to be effected by head- 
ings which convey the water to the pumps 
at the shore shafts, where the pumping en- 
gines would be placed. 

The bottom of the Irish channel has been 
sampled in a rather extensive way by the 
hydrogwaphic department of the admiralty, 
and they have found it to be a sediment 
composed chiefly of ooze, shells, fine mud 
and sand. I have devised apparatus by 
which I hope to be able to take borings 
along the line in water of a maximum depth 
of 500 feet to ascertain the depth of soft 
seabed to the surface of the solid rock, and 
to ascertain the nature of the rock, so as to 
say with confidence what the tunnel will 
pass through at certain depths. 

As to ventilation, the amount of ghses 
which has to be removed is known from 
the quantity of coal which would be con- 
sumed in the production of the power to 
work an estimated number of trains per 
hour; the amount of dilution of those gases 
to render will then discharge by fans, or 
otherwise, the necessary amount of pure 
air down the shafts and aiong the drainage 
heading, and then by closed channels under 
the permanent way and separate from the 
main tunnel and discharge the air near the 
center of the tunnel, from which two air- 
currents would pass back te the ends. The 
difficulty of ventilation will, however, be 
immensely diminished by the use of elec- 
tricity as the motive power, which is even 
now capable of application in better detail 
a few years henee.

F you saw a man or woman struggling 
| in the water and about to drown, what 
would you do? Even supposing that you 
are a good swimmer would you know how 
to go about saving the life if you were the 
only person there to do it? 

John C., Meyers of St. Louis, an expert 
swimmer, has saved lives. He tells Post- 
Dispatch readers how it may be done with 
a minimum of risk. 


By JOHN C. MEYERS. Swimming 
and Life-Saving Expert. 


HILE my experience in this line is 

W not as varied as that of the pro- 
fessional life-saver along our 

coasts, I have saved amd assisted in saving 
several lives. In order to save yourself from 
drowning remember that the water will 
support the body if/ you only place yourself 
in the proper position and endeavor by all 
means to keep your wits about you. Do not 
give way to terror lor fright. Exertion is 
not at all necessary to keep the body from 
sinking. Lie on your\back, head : thrown 
back, with face above the surface as if en- 
deavoring to prevent the water from en- 
tering your mouth. Do not attempt to imi- 
tate the action of a swimmer if you don't 
know how. Keep your hands undér water. 
Raising your hands above your head causes 
you to sink Inevitably, while, keeping them 
below, you can float until assistance ar- 


rives. Keep the lungs as full of air as pos- 
sible. This is as good as tying a bladder 
around your chest. As you bob up, or when 
the waves have passed over your head, en- 


deavor to renew the afr in vour chest with- 
out water entering your air passages. Se 
much for vour own safety. 

When it becomes necessury to save the 
life of another person, and, as is most often 
the care you are fully dressed, divest your- 
self of as much clothing as you possibly 
can. While you do this make up your mind 
how the drowning man should be ap- 
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proached and where you expect to land. 
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When a bov in Germany my first attempt 
at saving a friend resulted in his getting an 
up-to-date “strangle hold’’ on my neck, 
which I succeeded in breaking only after 
about a minute of the hardest kind of fight- 
ing for my own life. He was older and 
bigger than I, but I managed to bring him 
in because I was the better swimmer of the 
two. This was at Heligoland in the North 
Sea, where we spent a week's vacation. 

Beware of the drowning man’s grasp. Ap- 
proach him from behind, seize him by the 
hair or under the arm, if naked, or the 
clothing about the neck, if dressed. Jerk 
him on his back, which will bring his feet 
up and permit you swimming backward. If 
the person is too frantic, so as to endan- 
ger the lives of both, do not hesitate to 
hold his head under water until he has 
ceased struggling, and trust to resuscita- 
tion afterwards. Speak to him in a cheery 
voice. If he is not frantic or is a child, par- 
ticularly if you have a long distance to 
swim, approach in front, inducing him to 
clasp his hands behind the back of your 
neck. You have then the free use of your 
simbs and can swim a long distance on the 
chest. Here are the rules of the coast life- 
SaVINgE crews regarding restoring those ap- 
parently drowned: 

Send for a doctor if possible. 

Loosen the clothing about the neck and 
chest. 

Empty the lungs of water by laying the 
body on its stomach and lifting it by the 
middle, so that the head hangs down. Jerk 
the body a few times. 
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Turn the patient on his back, place a roll 
of clothing under his shoulders and permit 
the hack of his head to rest. on the ground, 
turning the face slightly to one side. With 


a handkerchief wrapped around the finger 


clean the mouth and nestrii«. 

Pull tongue forward, using handkerchief 
or pin with string, if necessary, to keep it 
in that positfon. (With two or three aseist- 
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Kneel at the victim's head, grasp his 
arms at the elbows, draw them outward 
and upward until they nearly meet, then 
bring them down and forcibly press them 
against the ribs. This action imitates res- 
piration. Let this be done gently, but per- 
sistently, about eighteen times. a minute. 


Apply warmth and friction to the extrem- 
ities. 

By holding tongue forward, closing the 
nostrils and pressing the ‘‘Adam’s apple” 


back (so as to close entrance to stomach) 
direct inflation may be tried. Take a deep 
breath and breathe it forcibly into the 
mouth of the patient, then compress the 
chest to expel the air and repeat the op- 
eration. 

Cramps are blamed for a great number of 
accidents in the water with which they 
have nothing to do. A swimmer’s cramp is 


inhaling of breath, which is so likely to o¢- — 


cur at this moment, that causes a person | 
to throw up his arms, cry aloud and sink. 
The cramp is generally of short duration. 
When it, as it. most frequently does, attacks 
the calf of the leg, it can be cured by 
turning on the back, kicking the straight- 
ened leg upward out of the water in front 
of the body, heels first, with toes drawn 
up toward the knee. I was seized several 
times with the cramp during my swim from 
Alton to St. Louis last year, but found in- 


stant relief by simply drawing up the toes 
as far as possible toward the front of the 
leg, thus stretching and lengthening the al- 
fected muscles to the utmost. 

Do not enter the water immediately after 
a meal.

HE story of Alice Bronson, the little 
girl who wanted to be a lady, is true 
in every particular. About a month 

ago I received the letter printed in today’s 
magazine. 

I get many letters—hundreds every day. 

They are all from girls and women who 
wish advice on one point or another. 

But I never before received a letter from 
a girl who pined to be a lady and who ac- 
knowledged so ingenuously her ignorance of 
the manners and customs that obtain 
among polite persons—among ladies and 
gentlemren, as Alice Bronson would say. 

With the editor’s consent I made up my 
mind. If Alice Bronson, whom I had never 
heard of before, was really in earnest Il 
would do whatever lay in my power toward 
teaching her the manners and ways of gen- 
tle breeding in everyday life. 

I therefore wrote Alice Bronson to call 
upon me, and a day later a timid little 
creature stood in the doorway of my office 
and falteringly announced herself as Alice 
Bronson. 

My visitor proved to be a tiny little girl 
who said she was 18 years of age and who 
looked about 16. She was extremely shy, not 
pretty, but interesting, and the last girl in 
the world one would suppose to be socially 
ambitious. c 


She blushed and hesitated In her speech, 
but she never yielded a point. She looked 
at me almost tragically aS she said: 

“I will do anything to have nice man- 
ners—to be a lady.”’ 

So I arranged that AlKce Bronson should 
be taught the small graces which belong to 
gentle breeding and should have explained 
to her the manners and customs that social- 
ly obtain in polite society, and that through 
her personality I should offer a series of ob- 
ject lessons in the “forming of a lady.”’ 


I was so fortunate as to obtain the co- 
operation of the Earl of Yarmouth in my 
project, than whom no one could be better 
fitted to explain the little points of breed- 
ing and the social conventions that differ- 
entiate the lady from the parvenu and that 
mark the line so sharply drawn between 
the world of refinement and vulgarity. 

It was decided that Alice Bronson—who, 
as the Earl of Yarmouth aptly put it, was 
to be regarded as the “raw material” out 
of which we were to evolve a lady—should 
first of all be taught to wear the clothes 
of a lady in a becoming and fitting man- 
nef, 

Costumes were selected and Alice Bron- 
son was fitted to garments such as a girl 
of smart society of her own age would wear 
for the various functions at which she was 
to assist in the course of her education. 

Miss Bronson had never had a _ photo- 
graph taken in. her life. She had never worn 
a corset until thé day when, her costumes 


being ready, she was dressed and posed 
before the camera for the pictures which 
appear in today’s Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

A hairdresser was in attendance, and 
after several coiffures were tried it was de- 
cided that the one which appears in the 
pictures was the most becoming, and Alice 
Bronson was gently told the defects in her 
face, which are a certain heaviness across 
the cheek, greatly emphasized by her own 
method—which was no method at all—of 
hair dressing. ' 

When Miss Bronson appeared in her ecru 
embroidered gown and walked across the 
room the Earl of Yarmouth said: 

“She must not walk like that.” 

And I laughingly suggested that she should 
rot bend her knees. Immediately our pro- 
tege straightened herself and smilingly de- 

clared she was very much obliged to us for 
that first suggestion. 

1 followed it up by a few little words as 
to the carriage of a lady, and the Earl of 
Yarmouth, when he saw the quickness with 
which our ambitious pupil grasped the 
meaning of my words, said: 

“American girls are amazing.”’ 

Miss Bronson was taught how to stand, 
how to walk across the room, how to seat 
herself easily, and whenever the pose was 
graceful and appropriate the photographer 
fixed it in a photograph, which she will 
have to refer to from time to time. 

Alice Bronson will be taught not merely 
by words or suggestion, but by actual expe- 
rience how to behave and what to. do at 
home assisting at various social functions.

them, and being very sure that if she does 
wrong she will either be unmercifully 
‘“‘guyed" by her companions, or, still more 
likely, make a bad impression on someone 
whom she is striving earnestly to impress 
favorably—say her fiance? 

We have all been in the same boat some 
time or another and at an early age have 
been quite as awkward and unhappy in try- 
ing to do “the right thing at the right 
time.”’

in St. Louis of the Man 


Who Led the First Exploring Expedi- 
tion Up the Mississippi. 


OBERT AMBRUSTER, 6 years old, 
who lives at 4248 Swan avenue, is a 
lineal descendant of Phillippe Fran- 

cois Renault, a French nobleman, who 
led the first expedition up the Mis- 
sissippi into the territory which is now 
Missouri. A member of this expedition wus 
Pierre Laclede Liguest, who founded St. 


‘Louis. 


Renault, the boy's grandfather, 
tenauit 


Robert S 
is the last lineal descendant of 
bearing the family name. 

Both are poor, though they are heirs to a 
section of the State of Illinois, extending 
four and one-half miles along the 
front and 18 miles in depth. 

The territory claimed by the Renault 
heirs includes all of the city of Bast St. 
Louis, It extends east of East St. Louis 19 
miles and includes within its boundaries 
the towns of Shiloh and O'Fallon and many 
smaller settlements. 

Their attorney is United States Senator 
Matthew Stanley Quay of Pennsylvania. 

The defendant in the litigation is the 
United States of America 

The case has been in the courts 
1852. Its finish is not in sight. 

But for the actions of the ancestor of this 
man and this boy there might never have 
been a St. Louis and the great valley of the 
Mississippi might not now be centering its 
attention on a World's Fair city. 

When King ‘Louis XIV died in 1715 France 
was in bad shape financially. Louis XV as- 
sumed the throne under the regency of the 
Duc d’Orleans. 

The Duc made up his mind there was 
gold in Louisiana, and looked about him 
for a personage to head an expedition to 
America. 

The French nobility was divided into two 
classes, the court nobility and the provincial 
nobility. The former held sinecures and did

not care to leave France, but the latter 
provincial nobles clamored for commissions, 

Orleans selected Renault, the son of an 
iron founder of Consobre. 

Hie was made agent of the great “Compa- 
ny of the West,” with title of ‘‘director- 
general of the mines. 

In Rozier’s history is this statement: 

“M. Renault, the agent of the ‘Company | 
of the West.’ left France in 1719 under the 
auspices of this company with 200 miners. 
In 1720 he arrived near Fort Chartres and 


built a village called St. Philip. Renault 
crossed the .Mississippi and discovered the | 
lead mine around Potosi, which bears his 
name. He afterwards left for 
1742.”’ 

The Duc d'Orleans could not recoup the 
French treasury with lead and the mines } 
were not worked long by the “Company of 
the West.’ La Motte, however, who was 
Renault's lieutenant, prospected in the vi- 
cinity and discevered the rich lead Uepos- | 
its which bear his name.

TKte leader of this band of people in the 
spirit world is De Lester, who died in Al- 
sace, France, 200 years ago. Why he chose 
me to become the medium of their intelli- 
gence I could never understand, for I was 
neither artist nor author and was, in ad- 
dition, really too weak to work. I did just 
a little each day, and it was not until af- 
ter two years that I completed the work. 
When the spirit band told me to do it l 
protested, saying I could not write and 
could not draw anything. But my arm 
passed beyond my control and I would 
clutch my pencil and write or draw faster 
than the eye could follow the hand. I 
never knew what I was to write or what 
I was to draw. I was forbidden privilege 
of looking over what I had done until tne 
whole work was complete. 

This band of people in the spirit world 
visited Mars. They wanted me to write 
what they told me and make such illus- 
trations as Aaron Poole, one of their num- 
ber, would control. I protested continuous- 
ly that it was ridiculous for me to attempt 
these things, but they did not heed my 
protests, and the work went on. My sub- 
ject was really the flora of Mars. They 
told me a great deal of the ‘planet itself, 
of the people and places, etc.; but I was 
for the most part informed as to the 
plants and flowers, and all the illustrations 
of which I was made the medium were 
cenfined to this feature of the planet. 

I had always been a lover of flowers, 
but had little technical Knowledge of them. 
I had always been interested in astronomy 
without Knowing much about it. Il some- 
times think it was because of my natural 
interests ijn these subjects that 1 was gf&- 
en the assignment that fell to me. 

When I was told to make my flower pic- 
ture in colors I protested that Il had no 
colors. I was then commanded to get col- 
ored pencils at a certain store on Olive 
street, here in St: Louis. 1 was with a 
friend when this command came. She went 
to the store and returned with the pen- 
cils. When I worked with them apn 
Poole always told me which color to use, 
When I made thé rodel, the national flow- 
er of Mars, ft was at a loss to know how to 
make a white flower. Aaron Poole showed 
me -how it could be done with a black 
pencil on white paper. This rodel is much 
like a great pond lily. Its flower is almost 
as large as a saucer. 

I became very familiar with members 
of the band which worked with me, com- 
ing to know Aaron Poole so well I always 
addressed him as Aaron. We learned to un- 
derstand each other better as we worked, 
but it was always more or less difficult to 
get things straight. It was all plain, and 
yet there was something about it that made 
it exceedingly laborious. I sometimes could 
not catch his meaning well when De — 
ter told me of the people of Mars an 
their journeys to the planet. De Lester is 
a magnificent character. He was a French- 
man, 

Humboldt, the naturalist, is one of the 
members of this spirit band. Aaron Poole, 
the artist. frequently told me things of 
himself. He died at Philadelphia 40 years 
ago, and had been by profession an artist. 
Hie made all the pictures of flowers through 
me. Of myself 1 could draw nothing. My 
experiences in the beginning were quite 
painful. I would resist the attempt to 
make me draw, and my arm would be taken 
from my own control. 1 would grasp the 
pencil and race my hand wildly with it, 
sometimes until I begged my controllers to 
stop. I made the flower pictures with 
swift strokes, never knowing what I was 
making and always watching with great 
interest to see what the drawing would de- 
velop. I would begin a picture of a flower 
at some remote leaf of the plant, and fre- 
quently failed to see anything tangible in 
it until the drawing was almost done. The 
sgirits gave me the Martian name for all 
the flowers pictured, and gave me also a 
translation in our language. They told me 
where some of the flowers grow. Of one 
they failed to give the name, merely tell- 
ing me that in our language we might call 
it “Niobe in Tears’’ because of the sugges- 
tive shape of the flower. 


This band of people say that in Mars the 
name of the planet is known as Ento. It 
is so familiar to our own Earth in contour 
that one would scarce realize it if carried 
away in sleep and left on the planet Mars. 
The people there are much larger than we, 
averaging more than a foot taller. They 
are a handsome race, and have a complex- 
ion unlike any on our earth. It is almost 
golden. The people are all under one su- 
preme ruler, and are. intensely religious. 
They believe the sun the abiding place of 
God. They have a horror of darkness, and 
the land is continually illumined, being 
lighted at night by means of great towers 
covering the whole face of the planet. 


The people of Ento call themselves the 
Entoans. They are much like our own peo- 
ple in many things. They are physically 
the same, and have many similar customa, 
They have progressed beyond us in some 
things, notably in engineering, and in oth- 
er things they are much behind us. They 
know very little of the science of geology. 

We eclipse the Entoans in the science of 
astronomy. They have fine instruments, 
but their planet is perfectly level, and they 
are without natural heights from which to 
make their observations. Their planet is 
divided into provinces, and these are ruled 
by governors. These governors wear robes 
of state much resembling the gowns of our 
higher courts. 

The people of Ento have no beasts of bur- 
den. They have an animal much resem- 
bling the horse, but not exactly the same. 
They have animals with one eye in the 
back of the head and one in front instead 
of the arrangement upon our earth. I ques- 
tioned De Lester closely when he told me 
this, protesting that it must be a mis- 
take. He assured me it was not, and told 
me we had once such beasts ourselves. I 
have since then seen references to such 
animals in some of our works on natural 
history of former periods. 

The work was slow and exhausting. It 
left me almost without strength after giv- 
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ing an hour to it. Almost every part of it 
was done with some difficulty. For instance, 
when we undertook the picture of the plant 
designated as the hairy crawler, Aaron 
Poole told me this plant grew on a rockery 
before a temple. I tried and tried to make 
such a rockery, but he was unable to con- 
trol me for it, and we were compelled to 
abandon the attempt and put the plant ona 
trellis. My drawing must have been a 
great effort for the artist controlling me, 
He always stood just behind me and guid- 
ed my hand. I had no skill at drawing and 
did my work clumsily and stiffly despite the 


My instructor talked to me 
a great deal and laughed many times at 
little things. He is very witty. 

Since my work has been complete I have 
done nothing with it. Artist friends who 
have seen my pictures say they are very 
good, especially for one who could never 
before and cannot now draw anything. The 
band of people who controlled me for the 
work have left it wholly with me, and 1 
never receive from them any command as 
to the disposition to be made of it. They 
told me I was to follow their directions for 
the information of people on our earth,

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Strange, Weird and Wonderful Products of Parisian Pencils on Exhibition Ascribed 


to Supernatural Influences

. PARIS, May 27 
HE French capital is discussing a se- 

ries of disquieting phenomena which 
though they are authenticated be- 
yond reasonable doubt by the high standing 
of the persons concerned with them, can- 
not be explained satisfactorily by scientists 

or philosophers. 

For instance, people whe never knew the 
faintest thing about drawing feel suddenly 
impelled by a mysterious force to selze a 
pencil and then draw striking likeness of 
men or women they never meet. 

Again, artists while quietly engaged in 
painting a canvas cannot restrain their 
hands, which are suddenly seized with un- 
controllable frenzy, from destroying in 
rapid strokes of the brush the work in 
course of execution, and then replacing it 
by some weird head or landscape. 

To cite specific cases: A celebrated en- 
graver, Fernand Desmoulin, says with 
clenched fist he draws uncanny or beautl- 
ful things, sometimes with the paper up- 
side down, often in the middle of the night 
and in absolute darkness, 

Victorien Sardou as soon as he learned 
this declares that he himself, while engaged 
in writing, has frequently been amazed t9 
see his hand become as possessed and per- 
fectly independent of his will, sketching 


larcaltectural subjects, intricate ornaments, 


or scratching mysterious sentences that no 
one can read. 

Curious manifestations of this kind are 
not of recent occurrence exclusively. As a 
matter of fact, they have been observed and 
reported in America as well as in Europe 
since a good many years. The records of 
various societies for pychical research are 
full of mysterious happenings told by wit- 
nesses who, whether deluded or not, can 
scarcely be suspected of bad faith. 

It was at least fifteen years ago when 
Mark Twain wrote a long magazine article 
telling his belief in telepathic correspond- 
ence and the materialization of spirits. And 
later (in 1894, if memory is precise) Hamlin 
Garland, the American novelist and histo- 
rian, told the present writer about facts of 
the same order which had happened to him 
(Garland) or in his presence, and had puz- 
zied him ever since. 

In France Camille Flammarion, the 
astronomer; Clovis Hughes, the poet and 
statesman; James Tissot, the painter; Vic- 
torien Sarddu, the playwright, and De Bo- 
das, the merchant prince, are but few of 
the great names which could be cited 
among the believers of spirituajism who 
have proclaimed their faith long’ ago, bas- 
ing their belief not on idle report, but on 
personal experiences. Likewise in Germany, 
England and elsewhere believers in the 
mystertous realm’ can boast of very se- 
rious champions for their creed. 

The Paris correspondent of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch is very skeptical in these 
matters. But acting simply as a truthful 
chronicles, let him tell of a strange case 
which came under his observation less than 
two years ago while he was at Rennes with 
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the several hundred other journalists re- 
porting the Dreyfus trial. 

One evening on the humming terrace of 
the cafe, which the English and American 
correspondents had made their principal 
headquarters, Stevens of the London Daily 
Mail, who since died at the siege of Lady- 
smith, suddenly dropped out of the general 
conversation and in no time had drfwn on 
a sheet of paper half a dozen pencil por- 
traits of some of the celebrities of the af- 
fair—Dreyfus, Labori, Clemenceau, Zola, 
Mercier and one or two others. 


After awhile he stopped as abruptly as 
he had begun, leaving his last sketch un- 
finished and looking at what he had done 
with unmistakable amazement. 

“Stevens, I did not know you 
draw,’ said one of us. 

“I can’t; I swear I can’t! My, but this is 
strange. I never was conscious of doing 
these; I avas listening to the talk. Boys, 1 
couldn't do these over to save my life.’’ 

In fact, he tried to finish the drawing the 
“spirit’’ had abandoned, but he was unequal 
to the task. He laughed, discarding the 
story carelessly as a pleasantry without 
importance, But Stevens (he did not try to 
convince us) left almost immediately with 
a disturbed countenance, holding his paper 
as though he were afraid of it. 

A few days afterward those sketches ap- 
peared in a Paris paper with a short un- 
signed article describing the circumstances 
of their execution, but leaying the “me- 
dium” unnamed. Bvidently Stevens had full 
belief in what he had told us, or would not 
have allowed that to be done. To us he 
never mentioned it again, and as there was 
lots to keep everybody busy those days, we 
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all forgot about the “‘trance’”’ of our friend. 

But in view of similar cases now 
place in Paris, it seems to gain a deal of 
significance, 

Not that those pencil sketches of Stevens 
were works of art—far from that. But they 
were executed under our eyes with light- 
ning speed; the models were not present; 
yet each was a surprisingly resemblant of 
somewhat caricatural portrait. 

And the man who did them could not 
draw. 

Rather puzzling, isn't it? 

This isolated instance, however,is as noth- 
ing to the 322 large drawings which M. 
Fernand Desmoulin produced under the in- 
fluence of some will power which was not 
his. 

M. Desmoulin is not a humbug, but a man 
whose talent as an engraver and painter 
has won for him a great situation in Paris. 
He is, moreover, a man of character and 
serious cast of mind, an intimate friend of 
Emile Zola, a chevalier de la Legion d'Hon- 
neur, etc. 

This being known, it will be readily un- 
derstood that he is bound to be distressed 
rather than pleased by the special notoricty 
of being a ‘“‘medium." The word and the po- 
sition invite sneer and ridicule, and Fer- 
nand Desmoulin wants neither. ‘ 

On the other hand, he deemed it cow-

And so he bravely consented to tell 
his weird experience and to exhibit in the 
Petit Art Gallery a selection of 100 of these 
drawings.

A branch of the system is already in op- 
eration from Edgemont at the foot of the 
lllinois Bluffs through French Village and 
Caseyville to Collinsville. It skirts the foot 
of the bluffs as far as Caseyville and there 
turns into the hills and the road will be 
extended to Edwardsville from Collinsville. 

It is intended to build to Lebanon next. 
It is the expectation that this extension 
will be completed within four months. The 
Lebanon extension will be built from Belle- 
ville and will pass through Shiloh. 

A line will be built from French Village 
to O'Fallon and this may be extended to 
Lebanon also along the old roadbed of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern Railway, 
which was abandoned recently when the 
company straightened its line. 

The extensions to the other towns will all 
be built from Belleville..A belt will be con- 
structed around the north and south sides 
of the town, with which it is the intention 
to have the branch lines connect. 

Recently the company has inaugurated an 
express business on the lines between Belle- 
ville and St. Louis. This is to be enlarged. 
It is expected that ultimately the Day line 
will be used exclusively for express and 
freight purposes. A large tract of land has 
been purchased in Winstanley Park be- 
tween the two belts. It will be converted 
into yards. Express and freight matter col- 
lected all over the system will be deposited 
there and transferred over the belts to all 
the railroad lines entering St. Louis or East 
St. Louis. 

Railroad people say that the system when 
completed will be the finest and most ex- 
tensive interurban system in the United 
States. The same style of cars will be used 
on @i the branches as are now used on the 
lines to Belleville and it is intended to have 
all of them run over the main lines Mmto 
St. Louis without change.

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CIENTIFIC warfare upon the diseases 

S of trees will be undertaken in St. 

s Louis by the United States govern- 

ment July 1. On this day the department 

of agriculture will establish here, in :son- 

nection with the Missouri Botanical Gar- 

den, a laboratory in which Prof, Herman 

Von Schrenk, expert botanist, wili have 
charge of the investigations. 

These are the problems at which Prof. 
Von Schrenk will work: 

What are the diseases of woods, and how 
are they contracted? 

How may shade and ornamental trees be 
kept healthy and beautiful? 

What can be done to make the orchards 
of Missourj and surrounding states immune 
from bitter rot and root rot? 

What can be done to overcome the rapid 
decay of railroad ties? 

Scientific men regard this as one of the 
most valuable works yet undertaken in the 
Mississippi valley by the department of ag- 
riculture. There has been a long and inter- 
esting study of the diseases of trees and 
woods and a world of experimenting with 
remedies; but the big red apple of Mis- 
#souri is not yet immune from the dread bit- 
ter rot; the shade and ornamental trees of 
the whole central West are diseased for all 
the care taken of them; the railroad tie de- 
cays until the railroad man is almost in 
despair. 

To combat these diseases of woods with 
any success ‘is going to be a big work. It 
the St. Louis laboratory can announce a 
cure for bitter rot it will have won the 
gratitude of every apple raiser in Missouri 
and the central West. If it can prolong the 
life of a railroad tie it will have saved the 
‘railroad companies thousands of dollars a 
year and lessen the destructive onslaughts 
upon American forestry. If it can give the 
shade and ornamental tree health and 
Strength it will have done much for the 
beauty of the central West. 

Prof. Von Schrenk has been chosen for 
this work because he is a recognized au- 
thority upon the diseases of woods. He has 
studied this branch of botany through sev- 
en years of preparatory work, four years of 
study at Cornell University, and three 
years of investigation in the employ of the 
United States department of agriculture 
He is 29 years old. He came to St. Louis 
from New York City five years ago, and 
resides at 48 Nicholson place. He has been 
connected with the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den and the Shaw School of Botany at 
ee erty ever since his com- 
ing to St. Mouis

HE Central States Laboratory of the 
United States department of agri- 
culture will be established in St. 

Louis July 1. I shall make it the base of 
my operations in my work on the diseases 
of trees. 

I will first tell you some simple truths as 
to the things which afflict trees. Trees 
have diseases like people. They are preyed 
upon by germs of disease, just as we are. 
These germs are plants. They are the next 
higher order of plant life above the germs 
which spread disease among humankind. 
The germ of tree disease is a fungus. It is 
a tiny white plant like a piece of thread. 

The diseases of trees are infectious. We 
have seen dead trees, all rotted and soft 
and crumbling in the forest, and thought 
them picturesque. We would not admire 
them so much if we knew what is a fact, 
that these dead trees among living trees are 
Just like a rotten apple among sound ap- 
pies or any other disease-spreading thing 
poisoning and killing everything around it. 
Every wind that blows from a rotten log 
carries death to some plant or tree 
around it. 

You have seen what boys call punk on 
trees, It is a white substance having al- 
most the consistency ef cork. This is the 
fiber of the tree stored up on the bark by 
the fungi of disease at work within. When-

tree you may know the tree is doomed, for

the ties in the railroad track. No woodwork 
is immune from them once they get in the 
vicinity. They can eat the life out of a 
window sash just as they can kill an apple 
tree. 

What we are undertaking now is an un- 
derstanding of these fungi. Heretofore we 
have worked with the remedies. Just at this 
time we are conducting experiments in sev- 
eral orchards in Missouri, and I am raising 
and experimenting with fungi at the Mis- 
sguri Botanical Garden. I cultivate them in 
greenhouses for the purpose of learning un- 
der what conditions they best thrive. This 
work is not far developed as yet, but I ex- 
pect that it will eventually enable us to 
combat the fungi with considerable suc- 
cess, 

The most prevelent disease in the apple 
orchards of Missouri is bitter rot. It is 
the work of the fungi. Within the last 
year we have done a great deal of work 
to overcome this disease in the orchards of 
the state. We have established experiment- 
al station at which we have experimented 
with treatments, and have visited af- 
fected orchards in every part of the State, 
either treating them ourselves or suow- 
ing the owner just what to do. Up to 
this time we have found nothing as good 
as Bordeaux mixture, which is blue vit- 

lime. Orchards sprayed with this 
are not\matertally affected by the rot. 
We have\doubtless saved a great many 
apple crops with this mixture. The en- 
terprising oxkchardists keep in ttouch with 
us, or our work, and it is only the care- 
less who are Not making headway against 
this disease. We frequently fird an owner 
of an orchard who is indifferent and loses 
his croy’ when he might huve saved it. 
But many of the orcnardists of Missouri 
are anxious to bé helped and tu help them- 
selves. This spirit is nelpful to us in our 
work. I think we will eventually :1u the 
orchard of the disease. 

After bitter rot, the most damaging dis- 
ease in our apple orchards is root rot. This 
is a disease in the soil. It is the work of the 
fungi. They attack the roots of the tree, 
causing the tree to die. We are seeking a 
resistent root to overcome this. To explain 
this 1 will tell you that all the grapes of 
France are raised upon French vines 
grafted upon American roots. France has 
a louse which destroys the French grape 
root. The American grape root is immune 
from these attacks. So the Frenchman 
grafts his vines upon American roots and 
raises grapes in spite of the louse. This is 
what we are seeking to do with the root 
rot of our apple orchards, We are seeking 
a root which is immune. When we find it 
we will graft the apples upon them, and in 
this way raise what we want in spite of the 
root rot, 

Recently we have brought to Missouri a 
quantity of Northern Spy apple roots from 
Alabama. They have been set out in our 
experimental orchards at Lebanon, Dor- 
chester and other places in Missouri. There 
is no root rot among these roots in Ala- 
bama, and we are hopeful there will be 
none among them here in Missouri. 

The work we are doing with railroad ties 
is attracting a great deal of attention 
among railroad men. The Pennsylvania 
lines have contributed a thousand dollars 
toward my expenses in the investigations of 
tie decay. Others of the big railroad sys- 
tems are becoming interested, and I expect 
that St: Louis will become the center of 
much interesting work toward the solution 
of the problem of decay in railroad ties. Al- 
ready we have railroad men here from 
many parts of the country. 

What I am doing is to get samples of ties 
taken from tracks in many climates and 
many parts of the United States. These 
are sent to me at the Missouré Botanical 
Garden, and I investigate the disease of 
each. In this way I become familiar with 
the work of the fungi under different cli- 
matic conditions. The great bulk of rail- 
road ties are made of white oak. The natu- 
ral life of a white oak tie should be more 
than double what its average life is at this 
time. The fungi destroy it. They do the 
most damage in places where there is 
heavy rainfall. The least damage is out on 
the plains. 

The railroads have been working at this 
problem a long time. But they have not ap- 
proached it as we are approaching it now. 
Whot they have bern doin {ts to expert- 
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treatments of the tie. We shall 
add to this a thorough investigation into 
the fungi which do the damage, hoping to 
meet the germs of decay just as medical 
men meet’ the germs of disease. The Santa 
Fe Railroad has been treating ties 16 years. 
It uses chloride of zinc. It treats ties at 
three plants, one of them at Las Vegas, 
N. M., another at Flagstaff, Afiz., and an- 
other at De Summerville, Tex. The Santa 
Fe men say they are able to more than 
double the life of a tie by treatment. They 
use a great deal of mountain pine on their 
road, and the life of such a tie, untreated, 
is but four or five years. The same tie, 
treated with zinc chloride, will last more 
than twice as long. 

Within the next two weeks I am going 
to Europe to study this tie question. I will 
spend the summer with German, French 
and Russian scientists who have been 
studying the fungi which destroy the tie 
and treatments of the tie itself. This is an 
older problem in Europe than it is here. 
They have less forestry than we have in 
the United States, and, especially in Ger- 
many, they have found it necessary to be 
more economical with their woods. This 
same necessity confronts us now, Ties are 
not costing anything like the price in Ger- 
many, which aggregates about 80 cents 
each, but they are becoming more expen- 
sive all the time, The Santa Fe people say 
their treating plants are saving thern 
money.

The incrusted 
walls we call wood substance. So much for 
the chemical nature of wood. 

In former times the term fermentation 
was applied to the various processes of de- 
cay, rotting, or whatever the dissolution of 
any organic compound was called. It was 
supposed that-this dissolution was due to a 
slow process of oxidation, taking place 
much as in the rusting of iron. It was not 
until the time of Pasteur that it was dis- 
covered that many of these changes, sup- 
posed to be-caused by fermentation, were, 
in reality, due to the activity of the lower 
animals and plants. These induce changes 
in the organic matter by withdrawing cer- 
tain substances from it, thus causing it to 
break down. 

We now understand by the term decay, a 
process of breaking down of complex chem- 
ical compounds—wood,; for instance—into 
very much simpler ones, because of the ac- 
tivity of lower plants, bacteria and fungi, 
and lower animals. In other words, we 
have ceased to believe in the oxidation idea 
formerly held. We no longer believe fhat a 
piece of wood Gecays because it is alter- 
nately exposed to air and water, or simply 
exposed to one or the other. These changes 
influence those living organisms which live 
on the wood, using it for food. 


We find the decay of timber is brought 
about by a number of low plants belonging 
to the bacteria and fungi, especially the 
latter. They can bring about the changes 
in the wood substance by excreting certain 
complex chemical substances known as fer- 
ments, a number of which have. been iso- 
lated, These ferments exert a solvent ac- 
tion upon the chemical substance of the 
wails of the wood cells, The character of 
this action differs with the fungus which is 
growing in the wood. Some ferments dis~ 
solve out the encrusting lignin, others at- 
tack the cellulose. If the encrusting sub- 
Stances are removed the cellulose is left. 
When the cellulose is dissolved out a 
brown, charcoal like substance is left, 
which usually dries out rapidly, causing the 
mass to appear full of cracks. Fungus 
threads pass throtgh the walls of the 
wood, making them gradually thinner, until 
finally nothing but the middle lamella is 
left. This is the commonest form of de- 
struction, seen wherever oak trees and tim- 
bers decay. When wet this substance is 
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soft and mushy: when dry it breaks with a 
bright fracture, and when pressed betwecn 
the fingers crumbles into the finest powder 

To sum up: The decay of wood is due 
to the action of fungi, which excrete fer- 
ments: these dissolve out certain parts of 
the walls, thus destroying their physical 
and chemical properties. 

Fungi are a low class of plants composed 
of colorless threads, which may occur 
singly, as in the wood cells, or massed to- 
gether to form sheets, or even hard masses, 
as in the fruiting bodles.’ Those which live 
on timber may live entirely in living cells, 
or they may grow in dead cells of the wood. 
In both cases we find the cells of the wood 
filled with many fine threads which pene- 
trate the walls in ali directions. They grow 
longitudinally faster than they do trans- 
versely. The threads secrete the ferment 
already referred to, and this attacks either 
the living contents of the cells, which usu- 
ally results in the.death of the cell, 
ultimately the tree, 
portance, the wood fiber.

For a long time these objects were 
garded as growing on rotted wood as 
results of the decay, and it was not 
comparatively recent times that we came to 
understand that the decay was due to 
them. When punk appears upon wood it is 
a sign the wood is already badly decayed 
within. The structure of these fruiting 
bodies is very varied. Their spores when 
ripe, drop off and float away in countless 
thousands, borne by the wind, sometimes 
for miles When the spores fall upon a 
piece of wood and find proper conditions of 
souisture and Vv prenth, they sprout and ger-

cells. In the case of living trees, they ger- 
minate on any wound, dead branch or stub, 
and the threads then grow down into the 
heartwood of that tree, causing the changes 
in the wood-already described.

I am aware that most of the expounders 
do not use 
lodine, but declare that some new secret 
combination of chemicals, unknown to any 
but themselves, forms the basin of the 
lotion, which is applied to the face through 
the sponge electrode of an electric battery. 

The faces I have seen which were in ac- 
tive process of treatment bore evidences of 
lodine. But that is neither here nor there. 
It is a fact that if iodine of a sufficient 
strength be applied to the skin and its 
evaporation prevented, the result is a con- 
dition called ‘‘dermatitis.”’ 

Dermatitis is a word especially applied to 
attend-

scaling off of the cuticle. The application 
of iodine is accompanied by intense prick- 
ing and burning pain. Watery blisters fol- 
low and suppuration is extensive.

N the crest of a bluff commanding a 
() mugnificent view of the Mississippi 
river the St. Louis Altenheim As- 
sociation has provided a haven for the aged 
homeless men and women of St. Louis. 

The building purchased by the association 
was formerly the residence of Charlies P. 
Choutequ and was known for years as the 
Chouteau mansion. 

It was bought with: a portion of a fund of 
$70,000 raised in two years. The purchase 
price was $3),000, 

The remainder of the fund will be used 
to improve the building and its surround- 
ings so as to make it suitable for its chosen 
purpose. 

South St. Louis men and women or- 
Ganized the Altenheim Society. 

The men’s branch has incorporated under 
the name of the St. Leuis Altenheim As- 
sociation. The women have no charter for 
their organization, but have aided in rais- 
ing the funds for the establishment of the 
home. Mr. Gustay Cramer is president of 
the St, Louis Altenheim. Mrs. Cramer is at 
the head of the women’s organization.

HE object of the St. Louis Altenheim 

28 Association is to provide a home for 

many aged persons who are left alone 

in the world and are unable to provide ior 
themselves. 

These persons are not paupers. Some of 
them may have considerable money, but 
find it inconvenient to cither live with re- 
lations or maintain a home of their own. 

For persons of this character our home is 
designéd. We expect to open it soon. I can- 
Mot tell the time yet, because we want to 
improve the property and instal] a heating 
and cooking plant. 

Both sexes will be admitted to the home. 

A person must be over 60 years old and 
have lived in St. Louis five years, A single 
person pays $200 admittance fee. A married 
Besides this all persons 
must tarn over Into the society’s hands all 
property they possess. This property will be 
Managed by the society and at the death 


of an inmate the property goes to tho so- 


ciety. During the life of the inmates 10 per 


ent of the income of whatever property 
they have turned over to the society will 


be given to them. 

In case an inmate of the home is dis- 
missed from the institution his property will 
be returned to him. But he will be required 
to pay $3 a week board for the time he has 


_ lived in the home. 


A man or woman who assents. to the 


terms | have stated is admitted to the 
¢ home for life, They must obey the rules of 
~ the home and, failing to do so, can be dis- 
een missed by the management.

Each inmate of the home shall have a large 
room and no crowding will be permitted. 

An old couple may have a room together, 
but all other inmates will have separate 
rooms. We do not think it wise to put two 
old ladies or even two men in the same 
room, . 

Already Mrs. Cramer and myself have 
been besicged with applicagats for admis- 
sion. | think our home will be filled as 
soon as we can open it. I have visited the 
Cincinnati Altenheim and find that they 
have a great number of applicants and I 
think our St. Louis home will be as popu- 
lar. 

The funds for the home have come from 
contributions and from enterprises carried 
out by the woman of the society. Last year 
they gave a steamboat excursion that 
brought us several thousand dollars. They 
will give another excursion in July., The 
Christmas bazar conducted by the wom- 
en of the society netted us $10,000. We have 
had many big contributions. 

There are 200 men.and 400 women in our 
Altenheim organization. We intend to make 
our home a modél one. We expect to raise 
money for the maintenance of the home by 
subscriptions, contributions and as the re- 
sult of bequests.

ODAY the Missour!l Botanical Garden 

t will be open to the public from 2 

o'clock in the afternoon until sunset. 

It is one of the two days of every year 
when the gardén may be seen on Sunday. 

These two open Sundays were chosen by 

Henry Shaw, who thus expressed his desire 

in his will: . 

In the first clause and second paragraph of 
this, my lest will and testament, I devise 
and express my wish that the garden shall 
be kept open under necessary regulations, 
Sundars and holidays excepted, every day 
of the week. Now, as this trust is made 
for the use of the citizens of St. Louis, as 
well as the public in general, it is my wish 
that, for the convenience of said citizens 
and public, the garden shall be open to 
vixitors two Sundeys in each years, viz.: 
The first Sund:y in Jone and the first Sun-° 
day in September from 2 p. m. to sunset. 


Among the many interesting things to be 
seen at Shaw’s Garden is one of the most 
complete collections of biblical plants in the 
world. Nearly every species of vegetation 
mentioned in scripture is represented by 
specimens at the garden. Many of these 
plats are interwoven with that poetic sym- 
bollism which beautifies religton. 

A visit to the garden this afternoon and 
a careful study of the biblical plants pic- 
tured in today’s Sunday Post-Dispatch will 
be in itself an education for Sunday schoo} 
pupils and students of the greatest of all 
books. 

James Gurney, superintendent of the Mis- 
souri Botanical Gardens is an authority on 
biblical plants. The collection at Shaw's 
Garden was formed under his supervision. 
In an interview with the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch he told of the plants and the signifi- 
cance attached to them by scriptural writ- 


ers.

N our English version of the Bible the 
] name of the plants have been made to 
agree with those now in use, and the 
obvious inference among the unlearned is 
that the plants are the same. The re- 
searches of botanists, however, have shown 
that the tares; the aloes, the hyssop and 
other plants scriptural differ widely from 
those so called at the present day. 
Whenever a plant or fruit is spoken of in 
the Bible by the prophets, it is always 
symbolic. A close study of the life, habit 
and character of the plant or fruit used, 
will show that a better erblem could not 
have been selected. 


THE ALMOND. 


Take the almond tree, the emblem of has- 
tening. It is referred to in Scripture under 
the Hebrew name shaked, which means, 
to hasten. In the early spring you may ¢x- 
amine the tree one day and not see a sign 
of life, and in a day or two you will be sur- 
prised to find it in full bloom, @ mass of 
beauty. The symbol was marked with em- 
phasis when God called Jeremiah and com- 
manded him to plead with the Jews to turn 


from their wickedness and to warn them of 
‘the judgment of God's wrath upon them. 
“Moreover, the word of the Lord came unto 
| me, saying, ‘What séest thou?’ And I said, 
'‘T see a rod of an almond tree.’ Then said 
| the Lord unto me, ‘Thou hast well seen, for 
‘I will hasten my word to perform it.’ 

| Jeremiah 1, 11-12. 

| Through hardness of heart they turned a 
‘deaf ear to the prophet’s pleadings, hence 
God hastened their overthrow. 

Again the a!mond tree is mentioned as a 
symbol of hastening: 

‘Remember, now, thy Creator in the days 
of thy youth, while the evil days come not, 
nor the years draw nigh, when thou shalt 
say, ‘I have no pleasure in them;’ also, 
when they shall be afraid of that which is 
high and fears shail be in the way, and the 
almond tree shall flourish, and the grass- 
hopper shall be a burden, and desire shall 
fail, because man goeth to his long home, 
and the mourners go about the streets.’’— 
Ecclesiastics 12, 1-5. 

‘Remember, now, thy Creator,’’ lest in 
haste vou should be cut off; life is -uncer- 
tain, hasten to do good. 

‘The almond tree shall flourish.’’ This is 
often supposed to refer to the resemblance 
between the flowers of the almond tree an® 
the hoary locks of old age, but this is not 
carried out by an examination of the flower 
of the almond, which is pink and not pure 
white, The passage rather appears to rerer 
to the haste with which death is approach- 
ing. 

When the people of Israel murmured 
against God and wanted a material being 
from whom they could obtain help, an in- 
tercessor between them and the spiritual 
God, God commanded Moses to instruct the 
12 tribes to set up 12 rods. The man whose 
rod should blossom should be chosen priest. 

‘And Moses laid up 12 rods before the 
Lord in the tabernacle of witness. And it 
came to pass that on the morrow Moses 
went into the tabernacle of witness; and, 
behold, the rod of Aaron for the hoyse of 
l.evi was budded, and brought forth buds, 
and bloomed blossoms, and yie ded almonds. 
~—Numbers 17, 7-8. 

This is symbolic of the hastening of 
Aaron’s priesthood, of God's judgment and 
the atonement of God's people. 

The almond tree ise distinguished by the 
nature of its fruit, which has a kernel in- 
closed in a shell, and surrounded by a more 
succulent covering. In this class are also 
included the peach and nectarine.. The 
leaves of the tree are long and narrow, with 
ean acute point and a saw-like edge. It 
blooms very eurly, the flowers are pink and 
are produced before the leaves, making the 
tree very conspicuous, It is a native of Asia 


THE OAK. 


The oak tree is always an emblem of 
strength, power and reverence. This genus 
comprises many species. Although much va. 
riety exists in the outward appearance of 
the trees, the acorns and their cups are sul- 
ficient to distinguish the genus. The oak of 
Palestine, quercus flex, is an evergreen 
tree. 

The strength of the oak is referred to by 
Amos in speaking of God's wrath against 
Moab: 

“Yet destroyed I the Amorite before 
them, whose height was like the height of 
the cedars, and he was atrong as the oaks, 
yet 1 destroyed his fruit from above and 
his roots from beneath.”’—Amos 2, 9. 

in the maritime city of Tyre, in the days 
of prosperity, the oak was used for ship- 
building. 

“Of the oak of Bashan have they made 
thine oars.’’--Ezekiel 27, 6. 

When the Lord threatens judgment upon 
nations, he refers often in a special manner 
to the oaks: 

“For the day of the Lord of Hosts shall 
Pe upon everyone that is proud and lofty, 
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and upon everyone that is lifted up; and - disciples witnessed the ascension of their pass over the judgment and love of God.” 


he shall be brought low. And upon all the 
cedars of Lebanon, that are high and lifted 
up, and upon all the oaks of Bashan.’’~ 
Isaiah 2, 12, 13. 

Isaiah in his bitterness reproaches the 
sinful people and compares them to the 
oak: 

“For you shall be as an oak whose leaf 
fadeth, and as a garden that has no wa- 
ter.’’—-Isaiah 1, 30. 

In this passage he refers to the oak of 
Palestine, which is an evergreen tree, that 
dies when its leaves fade. With what a 
beautiful image he comforts the repentant 
people: 

“As a tree, and as an oak whose sub- 
stance is in them when they cast their 
leaves, so the holy seed shall be the sub- 
stance thereof.’’—Isaiah 6, 13. 

In some parts of Palestine the oaks must 
have occupied a conspicuous place in the 
landscape. We read of the oaks of Bashan 
as being famous for strength, beauty and 
utility. When the children of Israel de- 
parted from the Lord they appear to have 
performed idolatrous rites in oak groves. In 
Hosea we read of the burning of incense 
upon the hills and under the oak trees: 

‘They sacrifice upon the tops of tne 
mountains, and burn incense upon the hills 
and under the oaks because the shadow 
thereof is good.”’—Hosea 4, 13. 

Isaiah speaks of the people taking the oak 
to make a god: 

“He heweth him down cedars and taketh 
the cypress and the oak.” @ 

Solemn covénants were made under the 
oak. Joshua when he solemnly charged the 
people and announced to them the law of 
God put up a stone of witness under an 
oak: 

“And took a great stone and set it up 
there under an oak, that was by the sanc- 
tuary of the Lord.’’—Joshua 2, 26. 


MYRRH, 


Myrrt., or balsamodendron, was the em- 
biem of healing. It is an evergreen tree, 
with scant foliage, thin, red bark; it is a 
natiye of Arabia Felix. The tree yields a 
gum resi known as myrrh. In order toa 
have myrrh of the first and most perfect 
sort, the savages choose a young, vigorous 
tree, whose bark is without moss or any 
parasitic plant, and above the first large 
branches they give the tree a deep wound 
with an ax. ‘The sap once acustomed to 
issue through this gash continues to do so 
spontaneously at the return of every sea- 
son. 

Myrrh was:-one of the three gifts given to 
Christ by the wise men of the East: 

“And when they were come into the 
house they saw the young child with Mary, 
his mother, and fell down and worshiped 
him; and they opened up their treasures, 
they presented unto him @@ts of gold and 
frankincense, and myrrh.”’—Matthew 2, 11. 

The three gifts were symbolic of Christ's 
character and life—the gold typified his 
power, the frankincense his sorrow. He was 
‘the man of sorrows."’ The myrrh repre- 
sented a continual spontaneous doing of 
good and healing, a censtant giving. Young,, 
vigorous trees are selected for the purpose 
of producing myrrh. So Christ, strong, vig- 
orous, perfect man, gave his life in his 
thirty-third year for the healing of the 
world. 

The prophet Jeremiah lamenting over the 
waywardness and wickedness of Jerusalem, 
Says: 

“Is there no balm in Gilead? Is there no 
physician there? Why, then, is not the 
health of the daughter of my people recov- 
ered ?"’—Jeremiah 8, 22. 

Again speaking of God's 
Babylon, Jeremiah refers to 
powers of myrrh: 

“Babylon is suddenly fallen and de- 
stroyed; how! for her; take balm for her 
pain, if she may be healed.’’—Jeremiah 51, 8 

Myrrh is celebrated as a perfume and as 
a stimulant medicine. It, was burned in the 
temple as incense. 


THE SYCAMORE. 


The sycamore tree of the Bible is quite 
distinct from that usually called sycamore 
at the present day. The sycamore fig is 
common in the plains of Egypt, and in the 

valleys of Palestine. 

The fruit of the sycamore grows in clus- 
ters on the trunk and main branches, and 
is mentioned with the olive and vine as one 
of the products of Canaan. In order that 
the fruit might ripen and be palatable it 
was necessary to make incisions into it or 
to scrape. off a part of the end of it. This 
practice is supposed to be alluded to by 
Amos in his reply to the complaint of Ama- 
ziah, tWe priest of Bethel: 

“Tl was no prophet, neither was I1 a 
prophet’s son; but TI was a herdsman, and 
a gatherer of sycamore fruit.’’—Amos 7, 14. 

The tree is lofty and shady, and hence 
probably was planted along the roadsides. 
It attains a circumference of 50 feet. Into a 
Sycamore tree Zaccheus climbed ta see 
Jesus on that memorable occasion when 
Salvation came unto him and his house: 

“And he ran before and climbed up into a 
sycamore tree to see him, for he w& to 
pass that way.’’—Luke 19, 14. 


THE OLIVE. 


The olive tree, emblem of peace, is fre- 
quently mentioned both in the New and Old 
Testament. It is one of the earliest plants 
noticed in the Bible. It was an olive leaf 
that the dove brought to Noah: 

‘‘And the dove came in to him in the even- 
ing; and lo, in her mouth was an olive leaf, 
plucked off; so that Noah knew the waters 
had abated from off the earth.’’—Genesis 
§, 11. 

In the parable of the Good Samaritan we 
are again referred to the emblem of peace: 

‘And he went to him and bound up his 
wounds, pouring tn oil and wine,and set him 
on his own beast, and —— him to an 
inn, and took care of him.’’—Luke 10, #. 

Wherever oil is i aaltneuet in the Bible it 
is the oil of the olive, which was used for 
lighting purposes: 

“And thou shalt command the children of 
Israel that they bring thee pure oil olive 
beaten for the light to cause the lamp to 
burn always.”’--Exodus 27, 2. 

lt also used for anointing: 

“Thou anointest my head with oil; my 
cup runneth over.’’—Psalms 23, 6. 

The Mount of Ollves ts often referred to 
as the place where Christ retired alone or 
with his disciples. After a hard’s day toil 
he withdrew to the mount of peace and 
quiet: 

“And they sang an hymn and went out 
into the Mount of Olives."’"—Matthew 2%, 39. 

This was just after Christ had broken the 
bread and biessed it: 

“And he took the cup and gave thanks 
and gave it to them, saying, ‘Drink ye all 
of it, for this is my blood of the New Testa- 
ment, which is shed for many for the re- 
mission of sins.’ '’--Matthew 2%, 27.

“Then returned they unto Jerusalem from 
the mount called Olivet, which is from Jeru- 
salem a Sabbath day’s journey.’’—Acts 1, 12. 

In prophecies regarding the glorious later 
days allusion is made to the Mount of 
Olives: 

“And his feet shall stand in that day up- 
on the Mount of Olives.’’~—Zachariah 14, 4. 

There are two varieties of the olive tree, 
distinguished as the long-leaved, which is 
cultivated. in the south of France and Italy, 
and the broad-leaved in Spain. The wild 
Olive was a low, spiny tree, the branches of. 
which were grafted in the cultivated olive, 
hence the allusion by St. Paul where he for- 
bids the Gentiles to boast: 

“And if some of the branches be broken 
off, and thou being a wild olive tree wert 
grafted in among them, and with them par- 
takest of the root and fatness of the olive 
tree.’’--Romans ll, 17, 24. 

The evergreen nature of the olive caused 
the psalmist to exclaim: 

“I am like a green olive tree in the house 
of God; I trust in the mercy of God for ever 
and ever.’’—Psalms 82, 8. 

The tree is of very slow growth, rarely 


‘ever attaining a greater height than twenty 


or thirty feet. The timber is used for fur- 
In the 
temple it was used in the carvings, in the 
forming of the posts of the doors and in 
the construction of the cherubim: 

“And within the oracle he made two cher- 
ubim of the olive tree.’’—Kings 6, 23, 32. 

The branches were employed in the feasts 
of tabernacles: 

“Go forth unto the mount, and fetch olive 
branches.”’"—Nehemiah 8, 15. 

The oil expressed from the fruit was used 
in the temple and for anointing: 

“Oil for the light, spices for anointing oil 
and for sweet incense.’’—Exodus 25, 6. 

“And he poured the anointing oil upon 
Aaron's head.’’—Leviticus 8, 12. 

The treading of the olive and expressing 
of its oil and collecting it in vats is alluded 
to in Micah! 

“Thou shalt tread the, olives, but thou 
shalt not anoint thee with oil.’’—Micah 6, 15. 

The value of the tree required that there 
should be overseers: 

“‘And over the cellars of oil was Joash.”’— 
Chronicles 27, 28. 


THE CAROB, OR HUSKI. 


The carob tree, or huski tree, was the em- 
blem of degradation, a low, miserable con- 
dition brought about by folly and ungodli- 
ness. It is of this tree that the prodigal son 
would have eaten: 

“And he fain would have filled his belly 
with the husks that the swine did eat, and 
no man did give unto him.’’—Luke 15, 16. 

The willingness to feed on husks shows 
the miserable condition to which he was re- 
duced when he wandered from his father's 
house. He would have been content with 
the most miserable fare. His condition rep- 
resents that of the sinner, who is content 
with the unsatisfactory husks of the 
world’s enjoyment. 

It is a native of the Asiatic countries bor- 
dering,on the Mediterranean Sea, where it 
forms & small branching tree, having a 
pinkish} wood. Its pinnate leaves are com- 
posed of two or three pairs of a leathery 
texture and a shiny, dark-green color. The 
flowers are small red racems and are suc- 
ceeded by flat pods, from six inches to a 
foot in length, and about an inch wide, of 
a dark purplish brown. One tree will some- 
times produce 800 to 900 pounds of pods. 


THE PALM. 


The palm was the emblem of triumph and 
victory. The palm of the Bible is the date 
palm. It was common in Palestine and some 
cities were famous for the abundance of 
them. Jericho was called the “City of 
Palms:”’ 

‘And the south, and the plain of the val- 
ley of Jericho, the city of palm trees, unto 
Zoar,"’--Deuteronomy 4%, 3. 

When growing in the desert it indicates 
the presence of water: 

“And they came to Elim, where there 
were 12 wells of water, and three score and 
ten palm trees, and they encamped there 
by the water.’ ’Exodus 15, 27. 

The leaves are pinnate and are sometimes 
called branches in Scripture: 

“And you shall take you on the first day 
the boughs of goodly trees, branches of 
palms.’’—Leviticus 23, 40. 

Palm leaves were employed by the multi- 
tude when they went forth to meet Jesus 
on his triumphant entry into Jerusalem: 

“They took branches of palm trees and 
went forth to meet him, and cried: 

***Hosanna! Blessed is the King of Israel 
that cometh in the name of the Lord.’ ’’’~ 
John 12, 13. 

In the heavenly Jerusalem the great mul- 
titude who stood before the throne and be- 
fore the Lamb are represented by the apos- 
tle John as: 

“Clothed in white robes, and palms in 
their hands.’’—Revelation 7, 9. 

They were used in the feast of taber- 
nacles for covering booths. The dates from 
the palm tree constitute an important arti- 
cle of food. It is stated that nineteen-twen- 
ticths of the population of Fezzan, in Af- 
rica, live on dates during nine months of 
the year and that many animals also feed 
on them. Figures of palm trees were intr>- 
duced by Solomon into the carvings of the 
temple: 3 

“And he carved upon them carvings of 
cherubim and palm trees."’"—I Kings 6, 29. 

Other references are I Kings 6, 32, 35; 7, 
3%; 11 Chronciles 3, 5. They are also referred 
to by Ezekiel in his description of the sec- 
ond temple: 

“And upon each post were paim trees.’’— 
Ezekiel 40, 16. 

Other descriptions are given in Ezekiel 
40, 22, 26, 31, 37; 41, 18, 20, 2. The palm tree 
from its erect and noble growth and its 
heavenward direction, is used by the psalm- 
ist as an illustration of the righteous: 

“The righteous shall flourish like the 
palm tree.'"—Psalms 9, 12. 

Linneus called palms the “princes of the 
vegetable kingdom.” 


BULRUSH, 


Butrush-of-the-Nile, or paper reed, was 
used to make small vessels. It was used by 
the mother of Moses to make the ark in 
which she placed him: 

“She took for him an ark of bulrushes,"’— 
Exodus & 2 

Again when God threatens Ethiopia ves- 
sels made of the bulrush are mentioned: 

‘That sendeth ambassadors by the sea, 
even in vessels of bulrushes upon the wa- 
ters."’"—Isaiah 14, 2, 


RUE. 


Rue is mentioned but once in the Scrip- 
ture: 
“Woe unto you, Pharisees! for you tithe 


.ing feature, 


—Luke ll, 42. 

The rue of the Bible is the same as the 
common garden rue of the present day. It 
is valued fer its medicinal properties. 
Among other merits it is believed to pas- 
sess that of dispelling infections; hence, in 
the Orient, it is strewed plentifully about 
the deck where criminals are placed. 


CALAMUS. 


Calamus is an aromatic cane or r@ed. It 
was reckoned among the principal spices 
and perfumes of which the precious oil for 
the services of the tabernacle was com- 
posed: 

“And sweet calamus 250 shekels.’’—Exodus 
20, 23. 

Solomon speaks of it: 

“Calamus and cinnamon, with all the 
trees of frankincense.’’—Songs of Solomon 
4, 14. 

It is also spoken of as one of the articles 
of commerce of Tyrus: 

“Bright iron, cassia and calamus were in 
thy market.’’—Ezekiel 27, 19. 


THE MYRTLE. 


Mention of the myrtle tree occurs in a 
few passages in the Old Testament. It 
seems to have been in high repute in east- 
ern countries on account of its beautiful 
snow white flower, its dark green foliage 
and pleasant odor. Its buds and berries 
were used as spices. The bark and roots are 


used in tanning Russian and Turkish leath-. 


er. It grows abundantly in Palestine and 
Syria, and it is noticed by Nehemiah as one 
of the trees which supplied branches for 
the construction of booths: 

“Go forth unfo the mount and fetch olive 
branches, and pine branches, and myrtle 
branches.’’—Nehemiah 8,. 15. 


Zachariah in his vision of the promises to: 


Jerusalem, speaks of the angel of the Lord 
standing among the myrtle trees, implying 
that they were well known and common in 
the country: 

‘‘And the man that stood among the myr- 
tle trees.’’—Zachariah 1, 10. 

‘And they answered the angel of the Lord 
that stood among the myrtle trees.’’—Zach- 
ariah 1, 11. 

At the present day it occurs on the hills 
of Jerusalem, and in the valley of Lebanon 
and somettmes forms dense thickets. The 
tree is used by the prophets to indicate a 
change on the face of the earth, when the 
knowledge of the Lord shal cover the 
earth as the waters cover the sea. Isaiah, 
when speaking of that time, says: 

‘Instead of the brier shall come up the 
myrtle tree.’’—Isaiah 565,.13. 

Again the Lord says by the prophet: 

‘IT will plant in the wilderness the cedar, 
the shittah tree and the myrtle tree.’’— 
Isaiah 61, 19. 

The Jews employed the myrtle as an em- 
blem of justice. 


MUSTARD, 


The mustard tree is met with in the Gos- 
pels according to Matthew, Mark and Luke. 
Much difference of opinion has existed as to 
the plant here intended. It is obvious that it 
cannot be the common musStard of this 
country, which is a herb of annual growth, 
whereas the evangelists speak of the plant 
as a tree: 

“The kingdom of heaven is like to a grain 
of mustard seed.’’—Matthew 12, 31, 32. 

“It is like a grain of mustard seed.’’— 
Luke 13, 19. 

Christ diso mentions the smallness of the 
mUSteNS 4 seed: 

“If ye have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed."’—Matthew 17, 20; Luke 17, 6. 

The mustard tree then was a branchy 
tree, with a small seed. The mustard tree 
of Palestine of the present day is a tree 
that answers in every respect to the de- 
scription of the sacred writers. The tree 
grows near Jerusalem and most abundant- 
ly on the banks of the Jordan and around 
the sea of Tibereas, It is 2 feet high and 
produces numerous branches and leaves. 
The parable illustrates the increase of 
Christ's kingdom which from small begin- 
nings is destined to extend over the whole 
earth: . 

“Which is, indeed, the smallest of al 
seeds; but when it is grown it is the great- 
est among herbs, and becometh a tree, so 
that the birds of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof.’’—Matthew 13, 32. 


-ALLSPICE, 


The allspice is q4 handsome tree, common 
in the hilly parts of the north side of Ja- 
maica. The flowers are not showy.and are 
succeeded by purple berries, which are 
gathered before they are ripe and carefully 
dried. The berries have an agreeable aro- 
matic subastringnt taste, resembling a mix. 
ture of cloves, cinnamon and nutmeg. They 
are used in the kitchen and also by drug- 
gists. This was one of the principal spices 
used in making holy anointment and frank- 
incense: 

“Take thou also unto thee 
spices.”’—Exodus 30, 25. 

“With all the chief spices.’’—Song of Solo- 


THE CEDAR, 


The cedar of Lebanon is un emblem of 
strength and beauty. In early times the ce- 
dar appears to have grown abundantly in 
Lebanon and to have proved its distinguish- 
hence it is called the glory of

Lebanon: 

“The glory of Lebanon shall be given 
unto it.’’—Isalah %, 2. 

in various passages of the Old Testament 
we read of the cedars of Lebanon sent by 
Hiram, King of Tyre, for the building of 
David's house, of the temple at Jerusalem 
and of Solomon's house: 

“And Hiram, King of Tyre, sent messen- 
gers to David and cedar trees and carpen- 
ters and masons, and they built David an 
house."’—< Samuel 5, 1 

“See, now, I dwell in ah house of cedar.” 
—2 Bamuel 1; 7, 2. 

“Why build ve not me an house of ce- 
dar.”’—2 Bamuel 1; 7, 7. 

“Command thou that they hew me cedar 
trees out of Lebanon.”’—Kings 6, 4. 

“Ahd Hiram sent to Solomen, saying, 1 
have considered the things which thou sent- 
est to me for, and 1 will do all thy desire 
concerning timber of cedar."’—~1l Kings 6, & 

“So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees and 
fir trees according to ail his desire.”’—I 
Kings 5, 1.

As the branches extended so ‘ala the roots, 
thus the tree was firmly fixed in the soll 
and enabled to withstand the ‘violence of 
storms, hence the prophet Hosea says: 

“And cast forth his roots as Lebanon," 
Hosea 14, 5, 

It was distinguished for tts exalted and 
vigorous growth and is singled out smong 
those on which Salemon wrote: 

“And he spake of trees, from the cedar 
that is in Lebanon.’’~I Kings 4, 33. 

The righteous are ed as growing 
like the cedar tree of Lebanon: 

“The righteous shall flourish like the 
palm; he shall grow like a cedar in Leb- 
anon.’’—Psalms 92, 12. 

The wood of the cedar is reddish white, 
and is easily worked; the tree yields a 
sweet-smelling resin, which is alluded to in 
the Scripture as ‘‘the smell of Lebanon:” 

“The smell of thy garments is like the 
smell of Lebanon.’’—Song of Solomon, 4, 11. 

‘His beauty shall be as the olive tree, and 
his smell as’ Lebanon.’’—Hosea 14, 6, 

Among other passages in the Bible where 
cedars occur may be mentioned II Kings 19, 
23; Ezra 3, 7; Song of Solomon 5, 17; 8, 9; 
Isalah 9, 19; 19, 23; 64, 14; Jeremiah 22, 7, 14. 
23; Ezekiel 17, 3, 22-23. 


NETTLE. 


Nettle is the emblem of perpetual. desola« 
tion. In the chapter of Job in which the 
juniper and mallow are mentioned as the 
signs of desolate places, we find the nettle 
as a still greater sign of barrenness: 

‘Under the nettles they were gathered to- 
gether.’’—Job BO, 7. 

In Proverbs it is said: “And, lo, it was 
all grown over with thorns, and nettles had 
eovered the face thereof.’’"—Proverbs 2%, 31. 

A picture among the most impressive to 
be found in any writer of the baleful ef- 
fects of sloth. The prophecy of Isaiah 
against Idumeéa: 

‘“‘And thorns shall come up in her palaces, 
agd nettles and brambles In the fortresses 
thereof.’’—Isaiah H, 13. 

Nearly to the same effect Hosea prophe- 
sies the fall of Israel: 

“Egypt shall gather them up, Memphis 
shall bury them; the pleasant places for 
their silver nettles shall possess them.”— 
lHiosea 9, 6. 


THE POMEGRANATE, 


The pomegranate tree is the emblem of 
fruitfulness. It is a native of Asia and was 
common in Palestine, Moses, in speaking of 
the promised land refers to it: 

“A land of wheat and barley, and vines 
and fig trees and pomegranates.’’—Deuter- 
onomy 8 8. 

And the spies who searched the land: 

“And they brought of the pomegranates 
and figs.’’—Numbers 13, 23. 

Several towns and villages in Palestine 
bore the name Rimmon or Pomegranate: 

“And Ain and Rimmon all the cities are 
twenty and nine with their villages.''—Josh- 
ua 15, 82. 

“And their villages were Etam, and Ain 
and Rimmon.’’—I Chronicles 4,. 32. 

“And the land shall be turned as a plain. 
from Geba to Rimmon.”’—Zechtal 14, 10. 

Saul tarried under a pomegranate tree: 

“And Saul tarried in the uppermost part 
of Gibeah under a pomegranate tree.”"— 
Samuel 14, 2. 

The prophets Joel and Haggai refer to the 
pomegranate: 

“The pomegranate tree, the palm tree 
also, and the apple tree, even all the trees 
of the fleld are withered.’’—Joel 1, 12. ) 

“Yea, as yet the vine, and tie fig tree, 
and the pomegranate and the olive tree 
hath not brought forth.”—Haggai 2, 19. 

The tree must have grown in Egypt dur- 


ing the time of the Israelites’ sojourn there, 


for when in the wilderness of Zin they lee 
mented the loss of the pomegranute: 


“It is no place of seeds or of figs or of 
pomegranates, neither is there any a ie 
to drink.”—Numbers 2, 5. 


It has dark gfeen foliage, resembling thie 
of the olive and myrtle; its flowers are @ 
beautiful crimson, and its fruit is red and 
as large as an orange; !t contains a juicy 
pulp, whichis particularly refreshing in 
warm climates. The beauty cf the flower 
and fruit, and the use of tho fatter as an 
article of food caused the plant to he culti. 
vated In the garden: 

“Thy plants are an orchard of peoegran-: 
ates."’~Bong of Solomon 4, 13. 

“lL went down to the garden of nuta te 
see the fruits of the valley to see whether 
the vine flourished, and the pomegranaé® 
budded.’’—Song of Solomon €, 11. 

The delicate color of the pulp of the fruit 
is referred to tn the following passage: 

‘Thy temples are like pleces of pomegran-
